STREETS ARE. TURNED 
INTO RAGING. RIVERS 


Great Chasms Cut by the Water and 
the Foundations of Buildings 
Are Undermined—Heavy 
Hail Accompanied Wa- 
ter Spout. 


Owensboro, Ky., March 10.—A cloud- 
burst here last night did great damage. 
The sewer well at Main and Davies streets 
burst and a torrent of water poured into 
the opening and the streets were torn up 
for some distance, about fifty feet in di- 
ameter and twenty-five feet deep. A large 
water main was undermined and broke 
in two and this, added to the fury of the 
waters poured into the large opening, 
created a roar like a big water fall. Da- 
vies and Main streets were undermined 
for ‘many feet, there being only a top 
crust of macadam and underneath the 
appearance of a mommoth = cavern, 
through which swept a mad stream of 
water. Portions of the streets caved in 
today. 

Anderson’s big department store has 
been undermined and is in great danger. 
The stock was ‘moved today to the rear 
part of the building. The street caved 
in within four feet of Temple theater, 
and that building is also in danger. The 
electric light and telephone poles were 
swept into the big hole. The electric ight 
wires were so disarranged that street 
and house lights went out during the 
night. The gas main in Main street broke 
and the gas was shut off at the plant, 
leaving the city in total darkness, The 
morning papers had to postpone issue till 
daylight for lack ®f power and light. 

A large force of hands was employed 
today and considerable work was done to 
check the destruction of the waters. The 
water had to be turned off in a large part 
of the city to check the broken main. The 
street railway track was undermined on 
Main street and that system is closed 
down. Cellars were filled all over the city 
with about two feet of water and gutter 
bridges were swept away like chaff. The 
streets had the appearance of creeks as 
the water swept through them. 

It is impossible yet to tell how greatly 


‘Main and Davies streets are undermined 


as there is yet too much water for a 
close investigation. Heavy hail accom- 
panied the water spout. 


STORM’S WORK IN KENTUCKY. 


Many Houses Are Demolished and 
the Occupants Injured. 
Fulton, Ky., March 10.—In the terrific 
storm that swept this section last night 
the damage was greatest at Hickman 
and Clinton. At Clinton twenty negro 
cabins were demolished, two negroes be- 
ing mortally hurt and many others badly 
bruised. Part of Marvin college was un- 
roofed and the waterworks plant was 
destroyed. Eight freight cars on the Il- 
linois Central switch at the depot at 
Clinton wete blown from the track. The 
Baptist church at Hickman was destroy- 
sd by wind. A large number of tenant 
houses and barns were blown down in 
Fulton and Hickman counties, and the 

loss of property is large. 


RIVERS BEGINNING TO BOOM. 


And Great Quantities of Coal Are 
Starting for the South. 
Pittsburg, March 10.—The Ohio is at 
coal boat stage with fifteen and a half 
feet of water at the dam at midnight 
and ‘rising. More than 1,000,000 bushels 
of coal started for southern points to~ 
day and fully 10,000,000 bushels are ex- 
pected to follow on the present rise. 
Reports from up the river show rain, 
and rivers rising at all points. The ice 
in the Allegheny from Pittsburg to Oil 
City is on the move. There is lots of 
ice in the Monongahela above pools 1 
and 2, but as yet it has not broken up. 
Some river men think the rivers here 
will reach twenty-six feet, the flood 
mark, but others believe it will not go 

above twenty feet. 


WEST TENNESSEE IS RAVAGED. 


No Lives Lost, but Many Houses 
Were Left in Ruins. 
Memphis, Tenn., March 10.—(Special.)— 
A violent rain and wind storm passed 
over west Tennessee last night, doing 
a@ great deal of damage, but so far no 
loss of life is reported. The gale struck 


the city from the west and lasted over | 


an hour. In the city many houses were 
unroofed and fences and signs blown 
down and storehouses flooded. One of 
the handsomest memorial windows in the 
Memphis cathedral was shattered, entail]- 
ing a loss of two thousand dollars. Re- 
ports tonight from up and down the 
river: show that the farmers will sustain 
heavy losses, their fences and barns 
being blown down and houses unroofed. 


Worst Storm of Winter. 
Kanfas City, Mo., March 10.—Last 
‘night's snowstorm was one of the sever- 
est of the winter in western Missouri and 
northern Kansas. While the fall was 
not heavy, it drifted badly. The Mis- 
souri Pacific had a passenger train stuck 
in a drift for six hours near Jamestown, 
Kans. There are bad drifts on a num- 
ber of Missouri Pacific branches. Two 
engines were run on all trains today. 
The sleet caused more or less interruption 
to telegraphic and telephonic commu- 
n.

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TEXAS TORNADO 


DID UGLY WORK 


Death and Debris in the Wake 
of the Storm, 


SWEPT THROUGH THE STATE 


Developed on Mexican Border and 
Cut Swath to Arkansas Line. 
Much Damage Done in Ar- 
kansas and Lives Re- 
ported Lost. 


Dallas, Tex., March 10.—Further reports 
of yesterday’s tornado at Wills Point 
have made no additions to the death list. 
As stated in last night’s dispatches, four 
people were killed outright. The property 
loss will be heavier than was at first 
estimated. At Wills Point alone it is 
placed at $50,000. 

East of Wills Point the country is dot- 
ted here and there with evidences of the 
storm’s fury, and by the little mounds 
of wreckage its course can be followed 
to the Arkansas line. 

At New Boston and at. Texarkana it 
seems to have left the state. At both 
these places, especially at the former, 
houses were considerably damaged. At 
New Boston two negroes were injured by 
fiying debris. The recovery of one of 
them is doubtful. A number of small 
houses there were wrecked. At Texar- 
kana some damage was done on College 
Hill, a suburb, but it was of a minor 
character. 

The westernmost trace of the storm fs 
in Collin county, about thirty miles north 
of Dallas. Here the wind was very strong 
but it did not develop into the strength 
ofa tornado. Halil fell and it was fol- 
lowed by torrential rain. At one place 
where a measurement was made 1.35 
inches fell in forty minutes. 

At Terrell the rainfall was extremely 
heavy and some damage was sustained. 
There was no one injured there. 

At Blossom no one was seriously injured, 
but the damage to residences was great, 
At and near Emery, Raines county, one 
man was killed and several persons were 
hurt, two serfously. 

The storm was first reported from Uval- 
de, on the Mexican border, where a 
church was wrecked. Several towns be- 
tween Uvaldée and Wills Point report 
small damage, but it was not until the 
last named place was reached that there 
was tornado effect. 

Late tonight eight deaths 
ported from the Wills Point tornado. 
Beulah Johnson died last night from 
fright. She was sick at the home of her 
father, G. L. Johnson, when the storm 
struck the town. S. W. Garrett, Benja- 
min Walters and two of J. W. Williams's 
children are reported to be dying. 

The storm section extends into Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana and up the Mississippi 
valley nearly to Memphis in regions al- 
most without wire or rail. Telegraph 
companies are finding it difficult to gath- 
er details of the storm, but enough is 
known on which to base estimates of 
property losses approximating $1,000,000 
to the farming and other interests, and 
at least a score of people dead. 

The storm at New Boston was not so 
severe as reported: last night. About 
twelye houses were partly wrecked, and 
J. L. Pettus and Casper Phillips so bad- 
ly hurt that they are expected to die. 

Railroad trains to Dallas from the 
storm sections have been badly delayed 
today and tonight. Pasw®engers report ex- 
tensive destruction of property along the 
lines. 

Mayor Finney tonight issued a state- 
ment on the Wills Point situation. He 
says nearly one hundred: persons are en- 
tirely destitute and are being caged for 
by local authorities. A relief commit- 
tee has been formed. 

At present contributions_will be asked 
for from Texas only. If the conditions 
in the country district develop badly, the 
request for aid may’be extended. 
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WRECKAGE LEFT IN ITS WAKE. 


Houses Are Blown Down and Loss 
of Life Reported. 

_ Little Rock, Ark., March 10.—A heavy 
rain, wind and thunderstorm, accompa- 
nied by lightning, vicited this state yes- 
terday, being an accompaniment of the 
Texas storm. Little Rock suffered very 
little and that only from the rain. 

At Van Buren lightning struck the res- 
idence of James Morrel, rendering his 
wife unconscious. A twelve-year-old boy 
was knocked down in the street. 

At Conway fifteen business houses were 
unroofed and three others blown down, 
many of the stores being flooded. 

‘Reports from Pine Prairie, five miles 
from Ashdown, say that a cyclone struck 
there, wrecking everything in its path. 
A boy, the son of Mr. Turner, was killed. 

Reports from Pine Bluff say the heaviest 
rainstorm that section has known in years 
occurred there yesterday and last night. 


KILLED BY FALLING DEBRIS. 


Three Victims Are Claimed by Storm 
Near Paragould, Ark. 

Paragould, Ark., March 10.—Last night’s 
storm wrought much havoc in this 
(Greene) county and three fatalities are 
reported. At Rock Hill, Mrs. Millie Davis 
and a thirteen year old boy named Osmer 
Roberts were killed by falling timbers, 

At Jackson commissary, twelve miles 
west of Paragould, Charles Bowling, a 
well known young business man, was kill- 
ed outright by the roof of his house fall- 
ing in. Several persons are reported in- 
jured. The damage to small buildings, 
fences and fruit trees is large. 


Race Ended in a Fight. 

Fresno, Cal., March 10.—Gus Lawson, of 
Buffalo, and John Lake, of New. York, 
rode today in a ten-mile motor-paced 
bicycle race. Lake’s motor broke in the 
second mile and Lawson continued, in 
violation of the rules, finishing in 18:45. 
At the finish several of the riders got 
into a quarrel over the race and a free- 
for-all result, 
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STORM STRUCK - 
CHICAGO. HARD 


In Two Hours Property Was 
Damaged Nearly $200,000, 


CITY ISOLATED FROM WEST 


Telephone and Telegraph Service 
Was Destroyed by Fury of the 
Wind—Worst Gale That 
Has Prevailed in 
Many Years. 


Chicago, March 10.—One of the worst 
wind storms of the season struck Chi- 
cago early today, and during the two 
hcurs that it was at its height damaged 
property throughout the city to the ex- 
tent of $175,000. Many heavy plate glass 
windows were blown in. 

Telegraph and telephone companies 
were the worst sufferers, and it will 
be some time before order can be re- 
stored. Thousands of poles were blown 
down and Chicago was practically isolat- 
ed from the west and northwest by tele- 
phone and telegraph tonight and all day 
today. The long distance telephone ser- 
vice was crippled so badly that it was 
of little value. Up to a late hour tonight 
neither Milwaukee nor Minneapolis could 
be reached by long distance ’phone. 

The storm is believed to have been 
most severe in southern Wisconsin. 
Along a short stretch of the Milwaukee 
road in southern Wisconsin 500 telegraph 
poles are down. Reports from many 
points in Indiana and Kentucky also indi- 
cate heavy damage from the storm. The 
Western Union and Postal Telegraph com- 
paniés suffered severely by falling poles. 
It was estimated that there were no 
fewer than 5,000 poles in the city thrown 
down by the fury of the storm. Ser- 
vice almost as far west as Omaha “vas 
stopped until late this evening. 

Trains entering Chicago are delayed 
from ten minutes to an hour. The Bur- 
lington and Milwaukee and St. Paul com- 
panies were the worst sufferers in this 
respect. All the roads suffered damages 
to their tracks and switch yards. 

At the life-saving station, at the mouth 
of the Chicago river, it was considered 
the worst gale which has struck Chicago 
harbor since 1894. The water, lashed into 
fury, came up to the life station and 
flooded the floor for the first time in 
twelve years. Most of the shipping was 
protected in winter quarters, so that the 
dam yre dione to it was slight 


“The passenger steamers Indiana and 
City of Grand Rapids, plying between 
here and Milwaukee, were caught square- 
ly in the gale. After many attempts the 
City of Grand Rapids managed tp get in- 
side the harbor at Kenosha, where she re- 
mained until the storm abated. The In- 
diana put into port in Chicago in the 
midst of the storm, with all her passen- 
gers seasick and panic stricken. They 
described it as the wildest night Lake 
Michigan has krown in years. 


HARRIED BY HATL AND SLEET. 


Telephone Service in Michigan Al- 
most Paralyzed by Storm. 
Grand Rapids, Mich., March 10.—Dis- 
patches from varlous points in western 
Michigan, indiaaite that .today’s wind, 
sleet and storm has almost paralyzed 
the state telephone service. The sixty 
wire state line of the Michigan Tele- 
phone Company about Ionia is a mass of 
tangled wires and broken poles. The 
Citizens’ ‘company is crippled fully as 
bad as the Michigan. In Ionia the streets 
are blocked with fallen poles and wires. 
The loss to both companies will amount 

to several thousand dollars. 

At St. Joseph the Bell company suffered 
a loss of $5,000 from the storm. Four 
hundred telephones were burned out by 
contact with the trolley system wires, and 
the loss to telephones and switchboards 
will amount to $2,000. Fire in the Bell 
telephone office caused by live wires 
caused a loss of $40,000. In Benton Har- 
bor the wires of the company are all down 
and service so crippled it will take several 
days to make repairs. The loss will 
amount to $2,000. 


WILL WALK FOR SIX DAYS. 


Go-as-You-Please Match Is Begun 
at Philadelphia. 
Philadelphia, March 11.—A six-day go- 
as-you-please walking match was begun 
a few minutes after midnight at Indus- 
trial hall under the auspices of the Penn- 
sylvania Art Athletic Club. Over a score 
started in the race and will attempt to 
equal the world’s record of 623 miles in 
142 hours. The management has offered 
60 per cent of the gross receipts to be 
divided among the first eight men, pro- 
viding they make more than 475 miles in 


the six days. 


Tornado Wrecks Buildings. 

Princeton, Ind., March 10.—This city 
was struck by a tornado late last night. 
One dwelling was wrecked, several others 
were moved from their foundations and 
hundreds ef outbuildings were demol- 
ished. No lives were lost. The court- 
house and the high school building were 
damaged. Hundreds of windows, many 
of plate glass, were blown in. 


Many Telephones Rendered Useless. 

Detroit, Mich., March 10.—Over 1,000 
telephones were rendered useless today 
by the rain which fell and froze during 
the entire morning. The thirty-mile an 
hour wind which accompanied the rain 
raised havoc with the wires. weighed 
down as they were by ice. Officials of 
the Michigan Telephone Company to- 
night estimated their total loss in the

HE ASSERTS IRISHMEN 
LONG FOR REBELLION 


Example Set by Boers Has Made 
Them Ready for the Fray. 
Thinks France Is Prepar- 
ing To Attack Great 
Britain. 


New York, March 10.—The 123d anni- 
versary of the birth of Robert Emmet, 
the Irish patriot martyr, was celebrated 
under the auspices of the Clan-naGael 
tonight by a concert and mass meeting 
in the Academy of Music. 

The oration was delivered by Mayor 
John Daly, of Limerick, Ireland, who ap- 
peared on the platform with the gold 
links of office around his neck. The acad- 
emy, which was decorated with the 
United States, Irish, Transvaal and Or- 
ange Free States flags, was packed with 
enthusiastic JIrish-Americans of both 
sexes, who gave Mayor Daly a Warm 
welcome. 

Mr. Daly, after thanking the audience 
in the name of the corporation of Lim- 
erick and the people of Ireland for the 
cordial reception given him, said in part: 

“You may realize the significance of 
Limerick’s mayor gddressing you on this 
memorable occasion when you learn that 
he was invited to attend a meting in 
honor of the queen less than a year ago. 
He did not accept that invitation be- 
cause Limerick’s mayor, Limerick’s peo- 
ple, or Limerick’s corporation had no 
stomach for honoring England’s queen. 
Limerick’s people, however, have a warm 
place in their hearts for their kindred in 
America, and selected their mayor, who 
had worn shackles for his. country, and 
now Wears these golden lthks as a re- 
ward for his fealty to the old cause, as 
a fitting representative to send to Chicago 
and New York.” 

Mayor Daly eulogige@) the services of 
Emmet, and then turhed his attention 
to scoring England’for her treatment of 
Ireland and the South African republics, 
saving: 

“The Irish people today cannot take 
to the hillsides, because they have no 
arms, and the standing garrison is too 
powerful. There is plenty of — in 
South Africa, and I tell you that the new 
generation in Ireland possesses the spirit 
of rebellion and the example set by the 
Boers has made them ready for the fray. 

“Good men tell us that the only hope 
for Ireland is the burning of London. I 
am not taking that job because it is too 
big a one, but if there is any man :who 
thinks he can go over and do in London 
what Kitchener is doing in the Transvaal, 
I will not try to stop him. I believe 
that there is still hope for Ireland, be- 
cause I.know that the French govern- 
ment has, during the past five months, 
stowed away more coal than it has used 
in four years, If the French are storing 
up coal in that fashion, one would natur- 
ally believe that they are going to make 
it hot for semebody.”’ 


JAPS CALL FOR BATTLESHIPS. 


It Seems That They Consider Eastern 
Situation Very Serious. 
London, March 10.—‘*The Japanese bat- 
tleship Hatsuse, just completed in Eng- 
land, has been ordered to proceed hitheg 
with all possible speed,”” says the Yoko- 
hama corresponcent of The Dally Mail. 
“Other orders given to the Japanese 
navy indicate the seriousness with wihch 
the Japanese government views the sit- 

uation in the far east. 

“Well informed Japanese regard Rus- 
sia’s action in Manchuria as a gigantic 
bluff, inspired by the notion that Eng- 
land’s hands are tied-in South Africa: 
but, as Germany is only half hearted in 
the maintenance of Chinese integrity, a 
coalition with Japan is improbable and 
Japan is too much embarrassed in her 
finances to do more than to protest and 
to endeavor to secure compensating ad- 
vantages in Korea.’’ 


BRITISH INFLUENCE WANING. 


Great Britain Is Steadily Losing 
Ground in China. 

London, March 11.—The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of The Times, who sends a 
long account of the waning of British 
influence in the Yang Tse valley, says: 

“Five years ago British interests and 
influénce predominated and was unchai- 
lenged, but today not only is the Yang 
Tse not a British sphere in the sense 
in which Manchuria is Russian and Shan 
Tung German, but it is steadily growing 
less English and more international. 

‘The whole country is overrun with 
German, French, Belgian and Swiss en- 
gineers and traders who are exploring 
its mineral wealth and commercial re- 
sources, while two German lines are 
briskly competing with their shipping 
on the river, formerly a British monop- 
oly. 

“One advantage the British still possess 
over other powers in the valley is the 
confidence and good will of the better 
classes of the people and officials of 
central China.’’

President Low and President James and 
Secretary Beebe told how Raymond, un- 
der the name of Professor Sandys, had 
played a confidence game on them by 
which he obtained $200 from the bank. 
President Gilman testified that the letter 
which Raymond presented to President 
Low was a forgery 

The technical charges on which Ray- 
mond was held were the forgine of the 
check and the Gilman letter, and he was 
held in $3,000 bond on each of these 
charges. Raymond was arrested in New 
Haven last week for trying to swindle 
President Hudley, of Yale college. 


ROADS WILL NOT BE MERGED. 


President Winchell Talks of the 


’Frisco-Memphis Deal. - 

Springfield, Mo., March 10.—B. L. Win- 
chell, president; A. S. Dodge, general 
traffic manager, and R. R. Hammond. 
general superintendent, of the Memphis 
railroad system, arrived here from 
Memphis after a trip over the system. 
President Winchell, in speaking of the 
unification of the Memphis and Frisco 
railroads, said: 

“There is now a great deal of interest 
between the two roads, but no consoll- 
dation. There are some people who own 
some stock in both roads and naturally 
want both to succeed. Each will feed 
the other, but there will be no merging. 
Both will be operated separately. The 
people will soon see it demonstrated that 
the roads have no interest in tearing 
down any city on their lines. The roads 
can’t prosper unless the country they 
are dependent upon does. No city has 
anything to fear and if President Yoak- 
um, of the Frisco, were here, he would 
join me in this statement. The roads 
will not try to divert business from its 
natural course.”’ 


FOR LYNCHING MARTINDALE 


Four Prominent Citizens of North 
Carolina Are Arrested. 
Carthage. N. C., March 10.—L. J. 
Jones, Dr. M. E. Street, David Andrews 
and William Harding, among the most 
prominent citizens of eastern North Caro- 
lina, were arrested lagt night and lodged 
in jail charged with being responsible 

for the death of Silas Martindale. 

The jail of Moore county at Carthage, 
was broken into by a mob of fifty men 
who secured Martindale—confined on a 
charge of assault—and hange#* him to a 
tree. Martindale was hanged just out- 
side the corporate limits. He was choked 
to death, and from indications about the 
scene, it is supposed the lynchers raised 
and lowered him many times in order to 
extort a confession from him. 

Martindale was said to have attacked 
Mrs. Brewer, a school teacher living near 
Carthage. Mrs. Brewer informed her 
husband of the attack, and he soon 
gathered the mob. This was the first 
time in fifty years that a white man*has 


met death at the hands of a mob in 
North Carolina. 


WILSON ENDOWMENT MONEY. 


With Each Mail the Fund Is Said To 
Be Growing. 


Lexington, Va., March 10.—With each 
mail the William L. Wilson endowment 
fund grows slowly, but surely. Since the 
last report by Treasurer Welsh, of Phil- 
adelphia, there was received in one day 
$1,650 from various sources. Former Pres- 
ident Grover Cleveland, the chairman of 
the committee fund, sent a check for $500. 
contributed by a well-known statesman 
who enjoined secrecy as to name. Pro- 
fessor Henry St. George Tucker, acting 
president of Washington and Lee unil- 
versity, yesterday received from Cleve- 
land, O., a check for $1,000 contributed by 
John H. Brown, a well-known citizen. 


THREE PERSONS WERE KILLED 


And Many Injured by the Storm 
Near Forrest City. 

Forrest City, Ark., March 10.—Three 
persons were killed and many injured 
in this vicinity last night by a tornado. 
Four miles west of this city Pinkey Wil- 
sen, colored, and her infant child were 
the first victims and in the same neigh- 
borhood sixteen houses and miles of 
fences and many trees were leveled to 
the ground. In Johnson township, ten 
miles northeast, the cyclone literally lizt- 
ed the house of J. A. Wooly from its 
foundation and shattered it to fragments, 
killing Wooly and seriously injuring his 
wife and stepson, Bob Allen. 
ings and miles of fences were smashed 
to pieces. 


Wind and Rain in Ohio. 


Cincinnati, March 10.—During the past 
three days wind and rain storms have 
prevailed throughout the Ohio valley, do- 
ing great damage in some places. There 
was some hail last night during a heavy 
rain in.Ohio and Kentucky.

HIS LEFT LUNG IS INFLAMED 


Feared Congestion Will Extend to 
Right Lung — Patient’s Age 
Renders Physician Fearful. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 10.—The con- 
dition of former President Benjamin Har- 
rison is serious, Dr. Jameson today stated 
that the upper part’ of General Harri- 
son’s left lung was inflamed. There is 
some danger of the congestion extending 
to the rest of the lung and to the right 
lung. 

Until 3 o’clock this afternoon General 
Harrison was resting easily, but at that 
time he became slightly worse and Dr.

TWELVE OF CREW IN IRONS. 


Sailors on the British Steamer Cam- 
perdown Grow Mutinous. 


New York, March 10.—The British 
steamer Camperdown arrived this morn- 
ing from Cuban ports, sugar laden, with 
twelve of her crew in irons. When the 
patrol steamer came up alongside, the 
police found twelve men in irons, charged 
with mutiny. Six of the prisoners were 
firemen and six seamen. The patrol 
transferred the prisoners to shore, and 
they were taken in wagons to a police 
station where they arrived in handcuffs.

Milton, Cal., March 10.—Deputy Sheriff 
Holman, of Calerva county, was shot 
and killed tonight at Wallace, a small 
town near here, in a pitched battle with 
two highwaymen. One of the latter is 
reported seriously wounded. Early this 
evening two prominent residents of Wal- 
lace were held up and robbed by ban- 
dits. The affailr being reported to the 
county officials here, Deputy Sheriff Hol- 
man, with a small posse, went to Wal- 
lace to arrest the robbers.

WLAURIN HAS. 
READ HIMSELF 
- OUT OF PARTY 


South Carolina Senator Is Wo 
Longer in the Democratic 
Conferences, 


THIS WAS DONE WITH 
HIS OWN ENDORSEMENT 


Has Been Voting with Republicang 
on All Matters of a Political 
Nature — Will Probably 
Class Himself as an 
Independent.

Washington, March 10.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ator McLaurin, of South Carolina, ts no 
longer a democrat. His name has been 
stricken from the democratic caucus roll, 
and this has been done with the indorse- 
ment of the gentleman himself. 

Senator McLaurin has, in fact, virtual- 
ly read himself out of the party which 
elected him to the position he now holds. 
Whether he is to be classed as indepen- 
dent or republican, or whether he will 
prefer to retain the title democrat in the 
official congressional directory, is some- 
thing for the senator himself to deter- 
mine. As has been stated, however, he 
is no longer on the democratic caucus 
rolls. 

Voting Consistently with Republi- 
cans. 

For some time the junior senator from 
South Carolina has been voting with the 
republicans on every occasion where there 
was a division on anything like political 
lines. To democratic friends who have 
spoken with him on the subject he has 
contented himself with declaring that his 
votes were in accordance with his con- 
scientious idea of what was correct, and 


has said that ha would continue to vote © 


as he thought right, despite all the criti- 
cisms of his democratic colleagues. In- 
deed these criticisms from other demo- 
crats seem to have aroused his resent- 
ment to such a degree as to make him 
vote with the republicans oftener, per- 
haps, than he would otherwise have done. 
He has up to the present declared that 
he was a democrat, and that it would 
be found, when the matter came to a test, 
that his votes met the approval of the 
most progressive element of southern de- 
mocracy. Now, however, he has formally 
separated himself from his party: 
Left to McLaurin Himself. 

When Senator Jones, as chairman of 
the democratic steering committee, began 
sending out his notices for the caucus of 
democratic senators held last week, he 
was undecided as to whether he should’ 
send a. notice to Senator McLaurin or 
should not. The South Carolina senator. 
had so completely broken off his relations 
with his fellow democrats and had so 
consistently voted with the republicans, 
even supporting the Philippine amendment 
to the army bill, that Benator Jones was 
doubtful of his status, and accordingly 
consulted several of his fellow democrats, 
asking them what course he should pur- 
sue toward Senator McLaurin. The mat- 
ter was discussed at some length and it 
was finally decided that the best possible 
way to solve the problem would be for 
Senator Jones to consult the wishes of 
Senator McLaurin, 

This the Arkangas senator did, making 
it plain that the matter of party affilia- 
tions was entirely in the South Caroli- 
nian’s own hands. 

Severed Old Political Ties. 

Senator McLaurin asked that his name 
be stricken from the caucus roNs. He 
said he did not care to go into democratie 
caucuses in the future, and that he would 
break off all political associations with 
his late party associates. 

This act on his part will probably make 
a Yot of difference in Senator McLaurin’s 
political future. He has determined to 
be @ candidate to succeed himself in the 
senate and has been expecting to make 
the race in the democratic primaries. 
counting on,securing the support of the 
manufacturing cities and towns of his 
state, and believing that this support 
would be sufficient to bring about his 
election. As a republican, he could have 
absolutely no chance of election at the 
hands of a legislature which will be over- 
whelmingly democratic; and as an. in- 
dependent he would stand little or no 
show in the democratic primaries. Prac- 
tically all of the white people of South 
Carolina are affiliated with the demo- 
cratic organization and there is apparent- 
ly no place on the list of office holders 
for either republici#is or independents. 


Other Independents in the Senate. 
Senator McLaurin’s act in disassociat- 
ing himself from his party places him !n 
the same category with Senator Jones, 
of Nevada, and Senator Teller, of Colo- 
rado, and Senator Wellington, of Mary- 
land. Senator Jones is a republican on 
the tariff and on almost everything else 
except the money question, but he pre- 
fers to array himself with the “minority. 
At the same time he has never gone into 
a democratic caucus. When it came to 
the make-up of the committees under 
the fast reorganization there was a sort 
of compromise with regard to Senator 
Jones, according to which his status upon 
the existing committees waS not changed. 
Senator Tefler votes and acts with the 
democrats on all questions of a political 
nature, but because of political condi.

gested. 

Savannah, Ga., March 10.—(Special.)—A 
meeting of the city council was held this 
afternoon and a resolution was passed 
showing that the city is anxious to have 
Andrew Carnegie make his donation for 
a free library. Miss Maud Heyward, as- 
sistant librarian’ of the Georgia Historical 
Society, returned during thé afternoon 
and saw the mayor and the city attorney, 
telling them just what Mr. Carnegie had 
told her.

Mr Pro- 
vosty has never before held a judicial 
position, but he has senved as district at- 
torney and as senator. He was one ot 
the leaders of the anti-lottery cause, ana 
is a gentleman of the highest type, ana 
comparatively a young man. Mr. Pro- 
vosty is a Creole, whose mother tongue 
is = but he speaks English equally 
well. 

The last few years have brought the 
Creole to the front in Loulsiana. For the 
first time in years New Orleans has a 
Creole mayor. With Mr. Provosty the 
supreme court will contain two Creoles 
to three judges of Anglo-Saxon descent; 
while the court of appeals has a majority 
of Creoles, and the criminal and civil 
district courts are equally divided be- 
tween the French and English gpeaking 
Louisianian. 


Want To See McKinley. 


Earnest efforts are being made to in- 
duce the president to visit New Orleans 
during the inauguration of the new naval) 
dock. Setretary Long will be here to 
receive the dock on the part of the navy, 
and it is believed that Mr. McKinley can 
be in New Orleans at the same time. He 
has promised to stop over here on the 
way to the launching of the Ohio at San 
Francisco, and it is simply a question of 
whether the dock, which is being con- 
structed at Baltimore, can be completed 
and towed here in time for the president 
to dedicate it. The dock will be the 
largest of its kind in America, and will 
save American men of war cruising in the 
Gulf of Mexico the necessity of going all 
the way to Norfolk for repairs. An invi- 
tation has been sent to the president, who 
will accept, it is understood, if the dock 
is ready in time. 

Rear Admiral Philip Hichborn, who 
came here to inspect the site for the dock 
at Algiers, opposite New Orleans, ex- 
pressed himself thoroughly satisfied. 
The tnspection was the admiral’s last | 
official act. ‘His term expired here, and \ 
he was placed on the retired list after © 
forty-six years of service in the navy. 
Southern Rabbis Go to New Orleans. 

The meetinf of southern rabbis in 
this city has been fixed for March 19th, 
and the committee having charge of the 
convention are working hard,to make 
sure that all the leading rabbis of the 
seven southern states included in the con- 
ference, Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Georgia, Florida and Tennes- 
see, gather here. It was only a few days 
ago that the American Council of Jew- 
ish Women met here. The council was 
a great success and proved the strength 
of Judaism in New Orleans, so much so 
that it is proposed that all similar con- 
ferences be held here. The New Orleans 
Jews claim this city, to be the center of 
southern Judaism, and that nowhere in 
the country .are their coreligionists 
stronger in numbers, wealth and social 
standing. The recent religious census 
taken up by the evangelical churches in 
New Orleans showed a total popula- 
tion of Jews here of 10, as against 
4,000 ten years ago, and the assessment of 
the city showed that seven of the ten 
largest taxpayers in the city are Jews. 

Trying To Win It Back. 

The negroes of New Orleans are hold- 
ing almost daily meetings to try and sup- 
press hoodlumism in their race and win 
back the good will of their white fellow 
citizens forfeited in the riots last July. 
There was a very decided prejudice 
aroused against all the colored popula- 
tion then under the belief that the bet- 
ter classes do nothing to elevate the ig- 
norant and illiterate negroes, and knew 
of the Incendiary work going on among 
them. The colored law and order league 
is now working earnestly in the negro 
districts and doing all it can to elevate 
the poor and weak ignorant negroes, but 
it is hard work, and the colored people 
do not know exactly how to go about it. 

In the meanwhile, the New Orleans law 
and order league, white, which proposes 
to organize as a vigilance committee, has 
laid down on the first plank in its 
platform: “Separate cars for the races.”’ 
It takes the position that most of the ~ 
trouble with fhe negroes lately has been 
due to too much intercourse between the 
races, which has made the negroes imper- 
tinent. The separate car law has been 
knocked out twice, first by the legisla- 
ture and then by the city council, and 
there is a marked difference of opinion 
among the whites as to it, many of them 
thinking that the law cannot be enforced 
without considerable trouble and danger. 
In a city where there are 80 — ona 

ark white men as New - 
leans ee are inevitable, and for @ 
conductor to make a mistake is to insure 
a disturbance. 
Will Enforce the Law. 

The police board has finally yielded to 
public pressure and announces that it will 
enforce the laws in future. The police 
have been ordered to close all gambling 
sajoons and all barrooms open on Sun- 
day, and the board has given notice that 
if any mistake is made in this matter it 
will hold not only the patrolman respon- 
sible, but the precinct commanders and 
even the chief of police.

“bloody rain,’ is attributed to dust from 
the African deserts, transported by the 
heavy south wind now blowing. 

Rome, March 10.—The phenomenon now 
to tbe seen in Sicily extends also over 
southern Italy. At Rome the sky is yel- 
low, and at Naples a rain of sand has 
fallen, the heavens being dark red. 


MANCHESTER COTTON MARKET. 


Decline in Staple Made Cloth and 
_ Yarn Transactions Difficult. 

Manchester, March 10.—The decline in 
cotton made transactions in cloth and 
yarns last week difficult. Any proposed 
purchasers hoping for further concessions 
found sellers easier and consequently 
buyers merely placed absolutely necessary 
orders, preferring to wait for more set- 
tled conditions. - 

Inquiry for India was generally at fig- 
ures below what the makers would accept, 
even with the assistance of the reduction 
in cotton. There were occasional trans- 
actions for China with prospects in that 
quarter encouraging. 

A notable feature of the board of trade 
returns regarding cloth exports is the 
showing that during January and Febru- 
ary these exports were 6,000,000 yards more 
than during the corresponding period of 
last year. Germany in spite of competi- 
tion, took 13,000,000 yards as against 11,- 
000,000 yards. 


KAISER TO PRINCE LUITPOLD. 


Emperor Sends Note to Baron Regent 
on His Hightieth Birthday. 

' Berlin, March 10.—To Prince Luitpold, 

regent of Bavaria, who will complete his 

eightieth year March 12th, Emperor Wil- 

liam has sent the following dispatch: 

‘It is with the most painful regret that 
I am compbiled to be absent from you 
upon the day when you complete your 
eightieth year, but I shall feel near you 
in spirit, with feelings of deepest grati- 
tude, | 

“My eldest son must represent me. 1 
bid him tell you with what heartfelt 
pleasure I picture to myself this day your 
mighty figure, and how, with the loyal 
Bavarians and, indeed, with all Germany, 
I salute the princely hero in whom the 
goodness of God preserved to us a distin- 
guished comrade in arms of William the 
Great, and whom, we hope He will long 
preserve to us in his present wonderful 
vigor.”’ 

Prince Luitpold, in his reply, returned 
“deep thanks, with deep regrets for the 
terrible occurrence that causes: your ma- 
jesty’s absence.’’

CHINA IS WITHOUT nOPE 


Not Believed That the Powers Will 
Prevent Russia from Carrying 
Out Her Scheme To 
Seize Province of 
Manchuria. 


Pekin, March 10.—Li Hung Chang is 
again seriously fll and his physician says 
his life hangs by a thread. 

Prince Ching and Earl Li seem to think 
that by spreading rumors of the court’s 
unwillingness to return to Pekin, unless 
this or that thing is done, they can in- 
fluence the deliberations of the ministers 
of the powers. As a matter of fact, ac- 
cording to reliable reports from Sian Fu, 
the imperial personages are extremely 
uncomfortable at Sian Fu, where they 
live in the house of the governor, which 
is only a small structure. French mis- 
sionaries who have just returned here 
from Sian Fu believe the empress dow- 
ager would bring the court back to 
Pekin on the first offer of the allies 
having as a basis the removal of the 
troops except the legation guards. 

The foreign envoys will not hold a gen- 

eral meeting until Tuesday, owing to the 
absence of Mr. Pichon, French minister, 
at Paoting-fu. 
‘’ The United States signal corps will be 
ready ot leave in a week according to in- 
structions. No transport has been an- 
nounced, however. 

It is not likely that the powers will op- 
pose the schemes of Russia. The situa- 
tion is regarded as very gloomy. Even 
the Chinese plenipotentiaries declare 
that ffitervention by the powers is not 
desirable unless they are prepared to 
back up their protests. 

There are reports from the province 
of Shan Si that the Chinese are con- 
structing extensive fortifications and 
mobilizing large bodies of troops to ragh&t 
an advance of the allies. 

General Chaffee refuses to allow the 
decapitation of several notorious boxer 
chiefs guilty of murder, whom a Chinese 
judge has condemned. The Americans 
are the only foreigners who have carried 
out no executions in Pekin. 


RIOT IS CAUSED BY PLAGUE. 


Bubonic Terror Brings About Rising 
of Malays at Cape Town. 
Cape Town, March 10.—The official re- 
ports regarding the progress of the bu- 
bonic plague in Cape Town since the out- 
break show a total of twenty-two deaths 

and 102 cases. 

The Malays gathered today to oppose 
the removal of a Malay who had been 
attacked by the disease and of several 
persons who had come into contact with 
the victim. The police were overpowered 
and the persons who had come into con- 
tact with the Malay made their escape.

Berlin, March 10.—It is rumored in 
court circles that Earl Roberts ‘‘thank- 
fully returned’ to Emperor William the 
insignia of the order of the Black Eagle, 
conferred at the time of the kaiser’s 
visit to England, after noticing the un- 
favorable comment in the German press 
upon the bestowal of the honor.

GOOD OUTLOOK FOR FUTURE 


Inside Opportunities Are Offered 
American Goods in the Territory 
Over Which the Czar and 
King Edward Are Now 
Inclined To Dispute.

Washington, March 10.—(Special.)—The 
report that Great Britain has protested 
to Russia against the retention of Man- 
churia by the government of the czar, 
and the probability that this, protest will 
either lead to a clash between  thoge 
countries, which are hereditary .enemieés, 
or will be the signal for other govern- 
ments taking unto themselves other por- 
tions of the territory comprising the 
Chinese empire, naturaHy gives interest 
to all facts appertaining to the particular 
piece of territory in question. That Rus- 
Sia has, as part of her fixed policy, the 
ultimate control, if not the absolute own- 
ership, of Manchuria there can be no 
doubt. Her interests in this territory are 
very great. But the policy o. the Rus- 
sian government is to get everything pos- 
sible without forcing a clash at arms; and 
it is to be presumed that in the present 
instance Russia will avoid a war with 
England at all hazards. At the same 
time, the czar will continue to exercise 
the greatest influence with the Chinese 


court, and in the end there will be 
no lessening of Russian influence. 
4jo. Important Market. 

The United States has already gone on 
record in a protest to the Chinese court 
against the ‘grant of special concessions 
to any one government. While there was 
no mention of Manchuria, there is little 
doubt that Secretary Hay had Russia in 
mind. He had also in mind that Man- 
churia is an important market for Amer- 
ican goods. How important is set forth 
in some interesting statements made by 
the treasury bureau of Statistics, of 
which Mr. O. P. Austin is the head. 

Mr. Austin thinks that the official fig- 
ures of the Chinese government scarcely 
justify some of the estimates which have 
been, made regarding the value of the 
commerce of Manchuria. He points out 
that its population, 7,500,000, is less than 
two per cent of the total population of 
China, and its density of population 
about twenty per square mile, against an 
average of about 300 per square mile in 
what is ordinarily known as China prop- 
er. Manchuria, it must be understood, 
is classed as a dependency and not a part 
of the compact, central territory known 
as the eighteen provinces, or China prop- 
er. 


Figures on Newchwang. 
Newchwang is the single treaty port 
through which foreign commerce enters 
into Manchuria. The latest figures avail- 


able are those of 1899, which show total 
imports “from foreign countries and 
Hongkong”’ of a total valuation of 5,279,- 
185 Haikwan taels, and its imports of for- 
eign goods brought from other Chinese 
ports 16,566.413 Haikwan taels, making 
the total value of foreign goods received 
during that year about $15,974,300, the 
value of the Haikwan tael being official- 
ly given at the date of the issuance of the 
report at 73 cents. 

The total imports into China for that 
year amounted to $193,266,300, which makes 
the total value of the imports of foreign 
goods into Newchwang, either difect from 
foreign countries or from other Chinese 
ports, less than ten per cent of the total 
imports of foreign goods into China in 
that vear. 

Marked Increase in Cotton Business. 

There is no question, however, that 
Manchuria offers a very fertile field for 
two staples of American export, one of 
them of great interest and importance 
to the south. These two are cotton 
goods and kerosene oil. The custom of- 
ficer in charge states that American pro- 
ducers are gaining rapidly in the share 
which they are able to supply of these 
commodities. In his report he says: 

‘The entry of 584,877 pieces of American 
drills, valued at 2,023,646 Haikwan taels, 
shows the firm hold these goods have on 
the market, they having increased ten- 
fold in as many years. American sheet- 
ings are even more sought after, over 
1,100,000 pieces having come in, valued at 
3,910,916 Haikwan taels. The importation 
of American cotton flannel quadrupled 
in comparison with the total for pfeced- 
ing years. * * American kerosene 
oil hag leaped from 1,730,00 gallons to 2,- 
282,060 gallons, and Russian oil from 92,- 
000 gallons to 205,000 gallons though great 
ac is this growth the consumption is 
small in comparison with the district fed; 
but there is a strong competitor in the 
native vegetable oils.’’ 

Further examination of the statement 
of imports into Newchwang shows that 
35 per cent of the total number of pieces 
of American drills received in China from 
the United States and Hongkong finally 
found thelist wav to Newchwang, practi- 
callv all of this having entered China at 
Shanghai and being thence reshipped to 
Newchwang. Of the four million pieces 
of American sheetings which entered 
China that year more than one-fourth 
went to Newchwang, and of the 126,323 
pieces of American jeans imported 29,630, 
or twenty-three per cent, reached New- 
chwang. 

A total of nearly forty million gal- 
lons of American kerosene oil vas im- 
ported into China that year, about six 
per cent of it going to Newchwang. 

It is imposs.ble to give accurate fig- 
ures showing the proportion of American 
exports in other lines which finallv reach- 
ed Manchuria for the reason that the 
customs returns of Newchwang only 
specified the country of origin in the 
case of cotton goods and kerosene oil. 
It is also impossible to give more exact 
figures with regard to cotton goods be- 
cause the Chinese official statement is 
given in “pieces,’’ varying in length, 
waile our own statement of exports is in 
yards. A comparison cf the figures of 
the port of Newchwang with those of the 
other ports of China, however, seems to 
indicate that a out thirty per cent of the 
cotton goods sent from this country to 
China and Hongkong find their way to 
Manchuria. This would indicate for the 
year .ov9 a total of $3,101,530. ‘ 

As has been stated, the imports of othe 
American articles are comparatively 
small, but it is estimated that the total 
for 1899 was about five million dollars, 
with the American opportunities steadily 
on the increase.

Action of Congress Attributed to 
Combines ‘and United States 
Expected To Recede from | 
Platt Amendment—Pla- 
cards Posted. 


Havana, March 10.—Although the po- 
litical demonstrations have ended, the 
radical element in the Cuban constitu- 
tional convention has not given up hope 
that the United States will recede from 
the position taken regarding the Platt 
amendment, The radical press is doing 
everything in its power to keep this view 
before the public. It attributes the ac- 
tion of the United States congress to the 
influence of the trusts, declaring that he 
American people “are in favor of giving 
Cuba absolute independence and of re- 
buking the action of the administration.” 
Articles from American papers. which 
seem to sustain the attitude of the con- 
vention are given wide publicity. 

Senor Gualberto Gomez says in La 
Patria: 


“Let us, the champions of our country's 
independence and sovereignty, preserve 
the calm, dignified attitude we have as- 
sumed, Do not let us lose our calm judg- 
ment. Let us maintain our energetic 
resolution to be free, but let us avoid fur- 
nishing the slightest pretext for the un- 


healthy imperialism which is corrupting | 


the blood of a generous people and in- 
clining them to trample upon our rights. 

“Let us still have faith in the justice 
of our cause and in the honor of the 
country which produced Washington, Jef- 
ferson and Lincoln.”’ 

At street corners in various public 
places placards have been posted which 
read thus: 

‘‘To the People of the United States: Do 
not make any promises that you are not 
sure to keep, and never go back on the 
word you have given. 

“GEORGE WASHINGTON.” 


This is recommended to the considera- 
tion of ‘“‘all worthy compatriots of the 
great American.” 

Thus far the radical members of ths 
convention remain firm in their determi- 
nation not to accept the Platt amend- 
ment. The committee on foreign relations 
will meet tomorrow, but a final report is 
not expected for several days. 


DEWET ESCAPES NORTHWARD. 


It Will Be Impossible for the British 
To Capture Him. 

London, March 11.—The Times publishes 
the following dispatch from Aasvogel, 
dated March 9th: 

“General. Dewet has escaped north- 
ward by a forced march with four hun- 
dred men. His objective is believed to 
be the vicinity of Kroonstad. 

“Four other Boer leaders are still in 
the southwestern part of Orange River 


colony. 


“Now that General Dewet is back in 
his own country it will be almost impos- 
sible to operate against him. Just as 
soon as he is pressed his commando dis- 
solves to meet again a few days later. 

“Only a few bands of Boers are now 
left in Cape Colony.”’ 

No further news has been received con- 
cerning the negotiations between Lord 
Kitchener and General Botha. The 
Daily Express says it hears that Lord 


Kitchener declared the surrender must’ 


be unconditional, the question of the fu- 
ture treatment of the Boers to be re- 
ferred to London. 

It is asserted that Mr. Kruger, through 
Dr. Leyds, has sent a long telegram to 
Mr. Schalkburger, acting president of the 
South African republic, asking for details 
regarding the negotiations. 


DONE TO DEATH BY WHITECAPS 


Scene of Latest Northern Outrage Is 
Laid in New Jersey. 
Bordentown, N. J., March 10.—Thomas 
Applegate, a well known farmer of Ex- 
tonville, a few miles from here, was 
found dead in a pool of blood in the sta- 
ble of his farm early this morning by 
Franklin Shinn. There is every evi- 
dence that Applegate was murdered. His 
head was badly battered. The condition 
of the stable indicated a fierce struggle: 

There are no clews. 

It is said that Applegyte received a 
communication last December from the 
president of the Burlington county white- 
caps that if he did not stop beating his 
wife he would be tarred and feathered, 
and that on January 5th a dozen masked 
men desisted from executing @he threat 
only on the pleading of Applegate's wife.

His brothers 
returned the fire and two of the assail- 
ants were shot, Emach probably fatally. 
The wounds of the others are serious, but 
not dangerous. A telephone message says

BREN SATISFACTORY | 


Richardson’s Guidance of Minority Is 
Criticised. 


DEMOCRATS ARE NOT A UNIT 


Crisp Had a Hard Time To Hold 
Followers in Line. 


BAILEY WAS NOT AS SUCCESSFUL 


Names Suggested as Successor to 
Tennesseean Yt Control the 


rity.

Washington, March 10.—(Special.)—Dur- 
ing the closing days of the congress 
which has just ceased to exist there was 
much discussion among the democratic 
members of the house of the matter of 
minority leadership in the new congress. 
About the only point on which the mi- 
nority is practically unanimous—for the 
demgcratic minority makes a specialty of 
lack of unanimity on most subjects—is 
that the leadership in the last house has 
not been satisfactory. There is a differ- 
ence of view as to the degree of criticism 
which should be hurled at the system and 
that due the man who has been the 
recognizéd leader, some contending that 
the fault is not so much with the system 
as with the man, while others are equal- 
ly positive that the man fs all right while 
the system is bad. 

Whatever may be the weight of opin- 
ion in this controversy the fact remains 
that there is almost universal dissatis- 
faction with the results attained, There 
are some democrats who criticise Mayor 
Richardson and go so far as to declare 
that because of the unfortunate contro- 
versy growing out of the publication by 
him of the “Messages of the Presidents’”’ 
and the methods employed by the people 
to whom he transferred the plates given 
him by congress, he has been vulnerable 
to attack and in consequence timid in his 
leadership, The criticisms which have 
been hurled at him, particularly by The 
New York Sun, have been very severe, 
but it would certainly be difficult for 
anybody, no matter how inclined he 
might be to criticise, to point out any 
specific act of timidity. 


The man who undertakes to lead a 
democratic minority has no soft snap to 
say the least of it. Judge Crisp, who pos- 
sessed powers of leadership in a high 
degree, found this to be true, for there 
were always some democrats who would 
kick over the traces against even his 
Meadership. Joe Bailey, who was cer- 
tainly right in most of his acts during 
the time of his leadership of the minority, 
was so harassed by the little crowd of 
kickers that he threw it up in disgust. 
Major Richardson has been much more 
generally criticised than either Crisp or 
Bailey and his position as leader has been 
anything but a pleasant one. There have 
been several efforts to put forward other 
men for the place in the new congress, 
but none of these booms seem to have 
any real substance to them. Judge DeAr- 
mond and Champ Clark, ofeMissouri, and 
Colonel Bankhead, of Alabama, have been 
mentioned, but the opposition to the 
Richardson leadership could not rally 
around any of those who have been men- 
tioned. 

The present indications are, therefore, 
that Major Richardson will be accorded 
the honor of leadership in the next con- 
gress wifhout any serious opposition. But 
there is as great a probability that it will 
not be the same sort of unlimited leader- 
ship that now exists—in theory at least. 


The idea of a steering committee to act 
for the party and determine its course to- 
ward legislation has been advanced, and 
there seems to be a general disposition on 
the part of the democrats to adopt this 


suggestion. 
A good many have contended that the 


best way to go at this thing of de-|

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termining the party’s policy was for the 
representatives of the party to caucus and 
in caucus determine what they will do; 
but it is very well known by everybody 
that democratic house caucuses have 
proved lamentable failures. As, there- 
fore, there is little to choose between the 
unlimited leadership which is qa failure 
and the caucus, which is also a failure, 
the steering committee proposition 
has been suggested and it seems to be 
the best solution of the problem in sight. 

The republicans have in the committee 
on rules what is practically a steering 
committee. That is a house committee 
with a democratic representation, but in 
its practical workings the democrats are 
not considered. The republican majority 
of the committee, of which the speaker is 
chairman, simply goes ahead and deter- 
mines what the majority shall do, and 
the majority does it. 

The creation of a democratic steering 
committee would, therefore, give the mi- 
nority an active and efficient means of 
getting together and determining the par- 
ty policy. This does not apply to the 
broad questions of principles, because 
those are determined by the party plat- 
forms; but it applies to the application 
of those principles to pending legislation 
and to the proper action to be taken on 
matters not altogether political, but 
which have necessarily a political bear- 
ing. 


One great advantage of this steering 


/ committee idea, as I see it, is that it will 


give an opportunity for younger men be- 
ing represented in the determination of 
the party policy. Speaking broadly, the 
strength of the democratic side of the 
house is in its young men. This does not 
mean that all the young men are able 
and wise in counsel, or that all the old 
men are not; but it is apparent that there 
are a number of young men on the dem- 
ocratic side who are abler than most of 
the old men, who, because of seniority of 
membership, cut the greater figure In the 
party councils. With a steering commit- 
tee of, say, five or seven or nine mem- 
bers, made up largely of the younger 
men, there would, it seems to me, be a 
very much better chance of the party's 
policy being clearly outlined and vigor- 
ously executed than there is now. 


There would, I believe, be less of the 
tendency to magnify little things which 
now exists and a broader grasp of the 
big questions of policy. And this would 
be the best thing that could happen to 
the party. 


The fact is the party is suffering from - 


a disposition on the part of its nom- 
inal leaders to magnify the little things 
anal ignore entirely the perspective with 
which the country at large views these 
little things. 

There would also, I believe, be a firmer 
grasp of the broader questions of party 
policy and this would certainly be most 
desirable. 

The democratic minority certainly needs 
something of this kind, if it hopes to be 
intrusted with the conduct of the affairs 
of ‘government. The present methods, or 
their execution, serve only to emphasize 
the party’s position as a minority party. 
If the democrats are to be content with 
remaining in that position of a minority 
party, their recent actions will insure it 
about as effectually as anything can; but 
if they hope to get control of the govern- 
ment, there must be a broader and more 
sensible leadership in the house than 
there has been.

The well known fact that American 
cotton and cotton fabrics finds its way 
to the extent of many millions not no- 
ticed by the secretary, through other 
ports, is one of which notice must be 
taken. While the direct importation of 
cotton into Russia from America but 
slightly exceeds $2,000,000, the actual 
consumption by the people of that 
country is many millions more, so that 
the original statement of $20,000,000 of 
trade with Russia is an actual, though 
it may not be an official, fact. The 
great Russian empire, both European 
and Asiatic, forms one of the most 
promising markets for our cotton prod- 
uct. Yet our natura] production of soil 
is to be swapped off in taking care of 
the interests of an exotic sugar growth. 

The manner of Secretary Gage’s ne- 
gotiation with Russia is also peculiar- 
ly offensive. Customs laws and cus- 
toms penalties may be enforced against 
individuals, and they may be referred 
to the courts for redress. But when 
we are dealing with a great govern- 
ment we must act with a proper con- 
ception of its dignity. A countervail- 
ing duty may be placed on certain im- 
ports from countries in which boun- 
ties for production are paid. The Rus- 
sian government has solemnly de- 
clared that it pays.no such bounties. 
This answer may not be true, but we 
cannot afford to go behind the state- 
ment of a friendly government. We 
cannot haul it up befére the police 
coutt of New York, as would be the 
case with an individual. Some diplo- 
macy is necessary, and in this case 
the infraction should have been over- 
looked while our minister in St. Peters- 
burg proceeded about securing a better 
understanding.

The very interesting 
statement that cotton importation into 
China has fallen off $6,000,000 would 
indicate that a state of war, while full 
of promise of promotion to army offi- 
cers, is not at all times promotive of 
business. A continuance of this con- 
dition means prolonged cutting off of 
the cotton demand, in view of which 
the American mills have ordered a cur- 
tailment of 25 per cent. This is cer- 
tainly a strange development brought 
about by an administration whose 
stock in trade is the promotion of 
American business interests. - 

It seems, however, that we have not 
reached the end of this very curious 
business. Russia was challenged into 
putting up a bar against large classes 
of American products, against which 
we have to rely upon the inherent 
strength of our goods which have thus 
been shorn of government help. 
Straightway it is announced that Rus- 
sia has occupied Manchuria, and that 
to oust her therefrom it may be nec- 
essary for “the eagle and the lion” to 
take a night or two out in the field. 
This would mean more war, and all 
for what? The fact of Russian occu- 
pation of Manchuria is really an old 
story, dating back to the time of the 
Chino-Japanese war, but, for some ul- 
terior purpose, it now becomes worthy 
eof being presented as fresh news, fresh 
enough to burden the cable. “A crisis 
has arisen,” says the cable, “in far- 
eastern affairs, which in the opinion 
of the British government is graver 
almost than the troubles which origi- 
nally turned the eyes of the world to- 
ward the Orient. Secret negotiations 
are going on between the United States 
and Great Britain with a view to 
thwarting what both governments ap- 
pear to consider a determined attempt 
on the part of Russia to plant herself 
permanently in one of the richest 
tracts of the Chinese empire.” And 
then we begin to detect what is com- 
ing, when we are informed that “ithe 
conference held Wednesday between 
United States Ambassador Choate and 
Lord Lansdowne, the foreign secie- 
tary, had nothing to do with the Nic- 
araguan canal affair. To quote from a 
British official, “The Nicaragua contro- 
very is a minor matter compared with 
the present situation.’” Surely we 
should feel very much relieved after 
‘this assurance. For one hundred years 
the people of the United States have 
felt very much interest in the cutting 
of a canal. It would give us a short 
cut to the Orient. It would make the 
United States the supply center of the 
world. It would force the transfer of 
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. American ship- 
ping at any price that it favored a 
subsidy of $270,000,000 to men who 
would build: and loan ships. It did 
this when by a nod the Nicaraguan 
bill could have been passed, giving to 
American business men.a freight sav- 
ing of from 10,000 to 15,000 miles. A 
silent partner had been drawn in by 
treaty, who, gaining control of the sit- 
uation, holds on to it. This side part- 
ner is sole owner of the Suez canal. 
‘She prefers that we should yse her 
short cut to our own, and to blind us 
to the danger we are in, she offers us 
the glory of a war in the east, while 
her own tollgatherers will stand at 
the mouth of the Suez making levy on 
American ships. It is no wonder, 
therefore, that the “British official” 
declares that “the Nicaragua contro- 
versy fe a minor matter.” Itis minor 
enough for the British government to 
postpone ag long as it can collect toll 
on the Suez, but is not England’s diffi- 
culty in the east a minor matter to 
us? Why should our gational and 
commercial progress be made second- 
ary to the welfare of any other nation 
on the face of the earth? 

The curiosities of statesmanship, as 
we have said, are curious indeed, and 
might be amusing were they not so 
costly. We promote war in the east 
and cut off our own trade. We intro~- 
duce a side partner into a great en- 
terprise of our own, and he becomes 
the master. He turns around and 
chaing us to the patronage of his own 
canal, and Secretary Hay smiles inno- 
cently under the impression that he 
has won some sort of an advantage. 
Now the secretary will send around 
the suggestions of Lord Lansdowne 
under the seal of his own office, and we 
will be treated to a fresh supply of 
harmony literature. 


Our Territory on Ice. 

The figures of the census bureau 
show that our territory on ice is rapid- 
ly increasing in population. 

The records show that the first cen- 
sus of Alaska was taken in 1839 by a 
Russian priest named Veniaminof, who 
found a counted and estimated popula- 
tion of 39,813. In 1863 Kostlintzof, on 
behalf of the Russian government, 
made a census and counted 30,434 per- 
sons. The first United States census 
in 1880 showed a total of 33,426, and 
that of 1890, 32,052. The present cen- 
sus gives 63,592, an increase of 31,540, 
or 98.4 per cent. The total land sur- 
| face of Alaska is 590,884 square miles, 
and the average number of persons to 
the 100 square miles is eleven. Of the 
seventy-eight villages and towns in 
Alaska thirty-seven have less than 200 
inhabitants, thirty-one have more than 
200, but less than 500; six have more 
than 500, but less than 1,000, and four 
have more than 1,000; namely, Nome, 
with 12,486; Skagway, with 3,117; Ju- 
neau, with 1,864, and Sitka, with 1.396 
inhabitants. 

This increase from 32,052 to 63,592 in 
ten years is enough to show that Alas- 
ka will yet become thickly populated. 
For the first time the possibility of liv- 
ing in that country is being developed, 
a problem which did not confront the 
settlers in any former territory. 


Asked in Time. 

The question as to whether southern 
mills are not overdoing the accom- 
modation business is a timely one. 

The New York Commercial is author- 
ity for the statement that:a great many 
southern cotton mill owners feel that 
the south is doing more than its share 
toward the protection of the market by 
curtailment, and that in a certain way 
they are sacrificing themselves to keep 
northern spindles and looms running. 
The south has certainly done its full 
share in the matter, and the mill men 
have shown a surprising ability to act 
together. A North Carolina mill owner 
writes: “Don’t see how the curtail- 
ment that will actually ensue here can 
help the market, unless the New Eng- 
land mills will join us. The mills here 
could then see the wisdom of the move- 
ment and fall in heartily.” 

The North Carolinian is right. It is 
well enough to be obliging. but let the 
other fellgw contribute his part. If the 
New England mills will not curtail, 
there is no need for the southern mills 
to be throwing away their opportuni- 
ties. 
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It Will Round Out the Century. 

We are told that the war on long- 
lunged oratory began in the senate in 
1850, when Stephen A. Douglas offered 
uw resolution to limit debate in the 
United States senate. Since then nine- 
ty-seven similar resolutions have been 
offered, andall of them have been 
talked to death under the present rule. 

The discussion of this matter will 
round out a full century before it is set- 
tled. The people suffer less from the 
failure of legislation than they do from 
its overproduction. —

FRANK PETTUS’S DEATH MAY 


CAUSE CHANGES IN: ALABAMA 


By JOS: 


Washington, March 10.—(Gpecial)—There 
is a lot of speculation among Alabema 
people here in Washington over the pos- 
sible effect the death of Frank Pettus 
will have upon the future politics of that 
state, The news of Speaker Pettus’s death 
came as @ great shock to everybody. It 
is difficult for one not familiar with Ala- 
bama politics to realize what a big hole 
the taking away of this brilliant young 
man will make. He was a power in the 
councils of the democratic party—perhaps 
it would be no exaggeration to say a 
greater power in the practical manage- 
ment of party affairs than any other one 
man. He had been often honored with 
Office, being both speaker of the house 
and dent of the senate, and had 
never known what it was to go down in 
defeat. 

It would be natural to suppose that 
the son of a man of the prominence of 
United States Senator Pettus would owe 
his own political prominence in some de- 
gree to this relationship, but ag a matter 
of fact his prominence was attained en- 
tirely on his oWn merit. It is very much 
nearer the truth to say that General Pet- 
tus owes his place in the United States 
senate to the political activity of his son, 
rather than that the son’s political prom- 
inenceé was in any way due to the father. 


Ag everybody knows, General Pettus 
has never been a politician in the sense of 
being an office seeker. He is a man with 
a stupendous mind, a great man, a man 
who would do honor to any office that 
has ever been created; but his tastes al 
ways ran to the law, in which he was a 
brilliant success, and never to politics. 

That is, in any office seeking sense. He 
had always been one of the wheel horses / 
of the party in the forefront of every 
fight, but though many efforts were made 
to get him to become a candidate for 
office, he never consented until the mem- 
orable fight for the senate four years 
ago, when the boys in the legislature, in- 
spired by love for him and by admira- 
tion for his ability, insisted on solving 
the problem by sending him as the suc- 
cessor of Senator Pugh. 

Frank Pettus undoubtedly had a very 
great deal to do with bringing about 
this result. He was, as I have said, the 
politician of the family, and he was pos- 
sessed of the very natural filial ambition 
to see his father round out his career in 
the United States senate. His success 
naturally added to his own prestige as a 
political factor, but, as I have said, he 
was a great big political factor before 
that. 


Will General Pettus be a candidate to 
succeed himself now that the son, who 
was the pride of his life, has gone before 
him into the Great Beyond? 

That question has very naturally arisen 
in the mind of every man [n Alabama 
politics, There may have been nfo open 
discussion of it as yet, but it is a question 
of importance to the ambition of more 
than one prominent Alabamian. 

General Pettus is the oldest man in the 
United States senate in point of years. 
On the 6th day of July he will have 
reached the four score mark. His pres- 
ent term of eervice will expire on the 
34 of March, 1903, by which time he wil! 
have attained an age seldom reached by 
any man in active political life. Mr. Mor- 
rill, of Vermont, was older when he died 
in the harness, but there have been very 
few others. 

General Pettus can succeed himself if 
he so desires. He is a man of remarkable 
vigor of body and intellect. and every- 
body in Alabama loves him, The question, 
therefore, of whether he will remain in 
the senate or will make way for some 
other man is very largely, if not alto- 
gether, in his own Lands. I feel very 
safe in saying that if he desires to remain 


in the senate he will have no opposition, 
but a good many people believe it is 


OHL. 


doubtful whether he will care to remain 
in public life after the end of his present 
term. . 


Tf he is not a candidate, there will be 
@ very interesting contest for the place. 
It is easy to name at least half a dozen 
men prominent in Alabama politics who 
would be important factors in such a 
contest, and one with a more intimate 
knowledge of Alabama affairs than I pos- 
sess might find no trouble in running the 
list up to a dozen, or even more. 

There is General Oates, for instance—ex- 
congressman, ex-governor, a veteran of 
two wars, avowed candidate for the sen- 
ate in the last contest, out who, it will 
be recalled, withdrew and threw his 
strength to Senator Morgan. 

There is Representative Bankhead, dean 
of the present Alabama delegation, who 
has had long experience in congress, has 
a wide acquaintance throughout Alabama, 
has many warm friends and supporters 
outside of his own district as well as in 
it, And who makes no secret of a desire 
to represent his state at the other end 
of the cqpitol. 

There is Colonel John Knox, the An- 
niston lawyer, who has been such a prom- 
inent factor in party management for a 
number of years, and who is unques- 
tionably one. of the ablest men in the 
state. 

There is “Blue-eyed Dick” Clarke, of 
Mobile, who was for @ number of years a 
representative in congress, and who was 
in the forefront of the fight against Gov- 
ernor Johnston in that little matter of 
the constitutional convention which made 
over Alabama politics on new lines. The 
man who had been defeated by Johnston 
for Governor came to the front again in 
that bitter contest. 


There is ‘‘Red-headed Joe” Johnston_ 
himself who must be reckoned with, al- 
though at present he seems to have been 
completely eclipsed by the shadow of his 
defeat by Senator Morgan. He is, how- 
ever, a man alwiys to be watched and 
stranger things haye happened in politics 
than that he should eventually wind up 
his career as a member of the United 
States senate. 

There is Representative Henry Clayton, 
member of the national committee for 
Alabama, the most popular man in the 
Alabama delegation in congress, an able 
fellow and a very excellent politician, a 
man who would grace any office and 
who would undoubtedly have a strong 
following if an active candidate. 

And then again Representative Under- 
wood, of the Birmingham district, who 
is one of the most active men on the 
minority side of the house, a man who 
has been spoken of as a possible minority 
leader, a man who has his district at his 
back and who has a strong following 
among the young men all over the state. 

And last in this Mst of mine, though 
by no means the least, Little Joe Wheeler, 


|} the hero of too many wars to attempt 


to count, a man with all kinds of legis- 
lative experience, one possessing in a 
high degree that mysterious power over 
men which we call, for lack of a better 
name, “personal magnetism,’”’ and which, 
whatever it is, has a way of breaking 
the slates of politicians and the hearts 
of political opponents, especially when it 
happens that the contest is before the 
people. 


I haven’t attempted to name all the pos- 
sibilities because I don’t pretend to know 
them all. There is a lot of politics in 
Alabama, and the list of men who are 
past masters at the game is by no means 
a short one. Even with these I have 
mentioned, however, it is easy to picture 
a scramble at the old capitol at Mont- 
gomery, such as would recall some of 
those other lively and bitter contests 
which have gone to the making up of Ala- 
bama’s political history.

Unless the best laid plans of mice and 
men “gang agiee,’’ the chairman of the 
board of police commissioners for the 
next twelve months will be Captain James 
''W. English, the man who has given more 
fime and attention to police matters than 
any other citizen of Atlanta. 

Captain English has been a member of 
the police board for many years, and 
when a few years ago he announced hia 
intention to retire and not stand for re- 
election, there was such a weight of pub- 
lic opinion ‘brought to bear upon him that 
he was forced to change his mind and 
continue to give his assistance in the 
management of police affairs. : 

He has been chairman of the board 
several terms and his administration was 
always marked with great success. 

It was generally conceded several days 
ago, as soon as Commissioner Jones was 
re-elected, that Captain English would be 
the next chairman. Commissioner Jones 
was himself spoken of for the chairman- 
ship, but he announced that he intended 
to support Captain English, and this as- 
eured the election of the latter. 

The police board will meet tonight at 
7:30 o’clock in regular monthy session. 
The old board, with Captain Brotherton 
as chairman, will wind up its matters 
and then adjourn sine die. 

The new board will organize with 
Mayor Mims in the chair, and a chairman, 
a vice chairman and a secretary will be 
chosen. Captain English will be elected 
chairman probably without opposition. 

It is believed Commissioner Jones will 
be the vice chairman and Commissioner 
‘Patterson will be chosen as secretary. 

Wo Deadlock This Year. 

The organization of the new board will 
not be marked by any such trouble as 
Was witnessed last year when there was 
a dea@lock for two weeks. Hundreds of 
ballots were cast a yéar ago and the 
board had to adjourn several times with- 
out having elected a chairman. Cap- 
tain Brotherton finally won the honor. 

As soon as the board is organized, the 
commissioners will turn their attention 
to the election of the police force, which 
occurs on Saturday, March 3th. The 
rule is to elect on the last day of March, 
but that day falls on Sunday this year 
and the election has to occur on the day 
before, 

On the last day of March every mem- 
ber of the police department from the 
chief down to the hostlers go out of of- 
fice. 

- The men to be elected are: A chief, 
three captains, six field sergeants, a de- 
tective sergeant and three station ser- 
geants, eight detectives, three call men, 
two turnkeys, a custodian for the bar- 
racks, 126 patrolmen, twenty supernumer- 
aries, three patrol wagon guards, three 
wagon drivers, three hostlers, an electri- 
cian and his assistant, two signal men, 

@ police court bailiff, a barracks guard, 
three janitors and a police matron. 

This makes a force of about 200 men 
which the board will have to select, and 
it is a work which has to be done with 
great care and precision. 

Two years ago the entire police force 
was re-elected in a body. Some of the 
commissioners dia not like the idea, but 
there were existing circumstances which 
made the experiment in the nature of a 
Necessity. It is said that no such plan 
will be adopted this year. It seems that 
@ majority of the board will “‘weed out” 
what they believe to be objectfonable men 
on the force, men whom they think are 
mot doing their duty. Just how many 
this will include cannot be foretold. 

Choice of a Chief. 

* The selection of a chief will be the first 
matter of importance for the board to 
consider when it meets on Mar¢h 30th. 

There has been some talk about tho 

board going outside of the force for a 
chief, but it is not believed a majority 
of the members will favor such a plan. 

The choice of a chief will lie between 
W. P. Manly, the present incumbent, and 
Captains Ball, Jennings and Thompson, 
although no one has announced his can- 
didacy.

The committee may consider some fea- 
tures of the ordinance of Councilman 
Grady which was recently unanimously 
passed, in which it is made unlawful for 
a motorman to stop a car on the near 
side of a street. . 

Yesterday an order to Chief of Police 
Manley was issued by Mayor Mims as 
follows: 

*‘Permission is hereby granted to the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
and their motormen to stop their 
cars on.the near side of streets until 
Tuesday next when the matter will 
be further discussed. 

“L. MIMS, Mayor.” 

This order made no mention of the 
Rapid Transit Company, as that com- 
pany has a rule of service requiring mo- 
tormen to stop on the far side of streets. 
Street railway men object to the ordi- 
nance of Councilman Grady, and it is 
their desire that the matter be discussed 
again. 

Among the most importatt matters to 
come up at the meeting will be a dis- 
cussion of the ordinance creating the 
office of health officer introduced at a 
recent meeting of the council by Coun- 
cilman Longino. The import of this or- 
dinance is to make a new position under 
the department of the board of health, 
the holder of which having special charge 
of all contagious diseases. The exact 
duties are yet to be defined, but will. be 
mapped out by a committee from the 
council, board of health and city physi- 
clans. When this committee has accom- 
plished its work, an ordinance will be in- 
troduced giving definite boundaries to the 
work required of the office. 

The position will pay a salary of $2,400, 
and will require the entire services of a 
competent physician. It is the desire 
of Chairman Kontz that the physicians 
of the city attend today’s meeting and 
give their opinions regarding the crea- 
tion of the proposed position. 

Councilman Reed’s ordinance provid- 
ing for the taxation of the gross re- 
ceipts of all street railways in the city 
at the rate of 5 per cent per annum will 
also come up for discussion. This ordi- 
nance provides that the taxation shall 
not be made incumbent upon the rail- 
froads until after the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Comany shall have applied 
for a new franchise, or made some im- 
provements in its present systems. When 
this is done or when the two systems 
now in Atlanta are consolidated, should 
they ever be, then the law is to become 
effective at once and the tax be col- 
lected from all companies. The ordi- 
nance was introduced at the instigation 
of City Attorney Mayson. . 

Another ordinance over which there 
promises to be considerable discussion is 
the one introduced by Councilman Bar- 
rett requiring street cars to stop at cross- 
ings when meeting other cars that are 
allowing passengers to leave the plat- 
form. The plan is opposed by the street 
railway men, who say it will cripple the 
service they are now giving the city. 
Those in favor of its passage, however, 
say it will eliminate much danger now 
attached to stepping from cars, Chair- 
man Kontz has asked that Messrs, 
Charles A. Barrett, Thomas Corrigan, 
William Hurt, F. M. Zimmerman and W. 
T. Moyers present their opinions on the 
subject at the meeting. 

A number of other matters of some in- 
terest will be considered by the coniinit- 
tee at this session.

John Courtney Charged with Attempt- 
ing Te Shoot Oscar Mills. 
HIS FRIEND ALSO LOCKED uP

Wallace Thompson Said To Have Re- 
ceived $15 of Stolen Money. 


THOMPSON WENT TO SEE COURTNEY 


Both Young Men Well Known and 
of Respectable Families — Re- 
corder To Look Into Affair. 


A row in which a pistol is said to have 
been used caused the arrest of John 
Courtney Saturday night, and an hour 
later a friend of his who went to the po- 
lice barracks to ask about him was iock- 
ed up on the charge of having received 
$15 of some money which a third party 
claimed had been taken by Courtney. The 
money matter had nothing to do with the 
row. 

Officer Hewell was told Saturday night 
there was a “riot” on Berean avenue 
near the cemetery, and when he reached 
the scene he found John Courtney hiding 
in a house, and Oscar Mills outside stand- 
ing guard. Mills told the officer that 
Courtney had tried to kill Kim with a 
pistol. 

Officer Hewell searched the house and 
discovered Courtney hanging out of a 
second story window. The officer went 
down stairs and seized the man’s legs, 
which hung across a window on the lower 
floor. Courtney was pulled through the 
window and placed under arrest. His pis- 
tol was found where he had hid it. 

At the police barracks the young man 
admitted he had the weapon in the row, 
but claimed that Mills attempted to strike 
him with a rock and that he ran into the 
house and got the pistol for self defense. 

Mills stated that Courtney was drinking 
and cursed where ladies could hear him 
and that when he tried to quiet Courtney 
he drew a pistol and threatened to shcot. 

Courtney had been locked up about an 
hour when Detectives Kilpatrick and Lan- 
ford were informed that the prisoner had 
taken $40 from another man and had given 
$15 of it to Wallace Thompson. While 
the detectives were looking for Thomp- 
son he went to the barracks to inquire 
about the arrest of Courtney and about 
the fight. 

Call Officer Garner, who knew the de- 
tectives wanted Thompson, arrested the 
young man and placed nim in a cell. 

Both young men Delong to respectable 
families. They deny the story about the 
money. Courtney says he did not take 
a cent from anybody, and never gave 
any money to Thompson. Thompson says 
he received no money from Courtney.

PROFESS FAITH 


Impressive Scones at the First Bap- 
tist Las' Night. 
DR. WHITE’S STRONG SERMON 


His Services Have Created Unusual 
Interest. 


SERVICES WILL CONTINUE ALL THIS WEEK 


Over 100 Professions of Faith Made 
at Four Services Held at First 
Baptist Yesterday. 


Dr. J. I. White, pastor of the First 
Baptist church in Macon, has been hold- 
ing a series of daily services at the First 
Baptist church here for the past week. 
The week’s work culminated in what 
practically amounted to an all-day ser- 
vice yesterday. Dr. White preached four 
times during the day. Before the regular 
morning service, held at 11 o'clock, he 
preached to the children tn the Sunday 
school. He presided at the usual church 
Service afterwards; preached again at 
3:3 o’clock in the afternoon and finished 
the day with an enthusiastic night ser- 
vice. 
The meeting that Dr. White has been 
conducting during the week has excited 
an unusal amount of interest among the 
Baptists in the city, and large congrega- 
tions have been the rule. Four notably 
large congregations attended the services 
yesterday. Dr. White’s hearers were vis- 
ibiy moved by the message he had to de- 
liver. During the day more than one 
hundred persons made professions of 
faith, and asked that the members of the 
church offer prayer in their behalf. About 
seventy of these professions were made 
at the night service. 
No gervices were held at the Second 
Baptist church last night, in oggder that 
every one who desired might attend Dr. 
White’s meeting. The First Baptist was 
crowded before the hour for meeting. 
When the service began there was hard- 
ly a vacant seat in the church. 
When Dr. White had concluded his ser- 
mon many of the congregation went for- 
ward and made profession of faith, others 
asked for prayer. The scene was a most 
impressive one. Those who went forward 
were evidently deeply moved, and their 
emotion affected others in the congrega- 
Tl. 
The services will be continued 4uring 
the present week, afternoon and evening. 


The Sermon Last Night. 
Dr. White spoke last night without 
notes. His subject was, ‘““‘The Sin Against 
the Holy Ghost.” He took for his text: | 
“‘Because there is wrath beware lest He 
take thee away with Hig stroke;” Job, 
xxxvi, 18. ia 

e- be by saying: 
ere cor eer ali hands. Who is this 
God? He is omnipotent. He created the 
heavens and the earth. He created man 
and breathed into him the breath of life 
and he became a living soul. God is om- 
nipresence. We cannot escape His pres- 
ence. Though we make our bed in hell, 
behold He is there. The Lord is omnis- 
cient. What the eye cannot see, the ear 
cannot hear, the secrets of the heart the 
Lord knows. Many are glad that they 
have outlived their generation, or that 
they live in a new country where former 
sins are unknown. Remember that God 
has kept your record, and you cannot 
escape it. 

“Ts not the lfe of man enough to 
create wrath? Suppose that you should 
treat the wishes of yourremployer as you 
treat God’s commands? You would lose 
your job. Yet men think that they may 
trifle with the Lord’s mercy and tempt 
the Almighty. 

“There is wrath because of sin. God 
hates sin, but loves the sinner. Wrath 
comes upon the sinner because he will 
not give up his.sins. The wrath of God 
cometh upon all sin and unrighteousness, 

“There is a hell. Whether one believes 
it or not, the truth remains, there is a 
hell. Hell, however, was not created for 
man. It was prepared for the devil and 
his angels. When the angels fell, God 
cast them out into outer darkness. When 
man fell, God sent His only Son to dle 
for him. Every human being that is 
cast into hell choses it rather than 
heaven. Because there is wrath beware 
lest He take thee away with His stroke. 
The stroke comes in degth. 

‘Death ends all opportunity of being 
saved, Deathbed repentance is too slen- 
der a thread. Lhave no faith in it. Mr. 
Spurgeon said that of three hundred in- 


which he had taken pains to watch care- 
fully, only three remained steadfast. 
Ninety-nine out of every hundred, after 
recovery, returned to the ways of sin. 
You refer me to the thief on the cross. 
Remember, there were two thieves. One 
did not repent. Then death often comes 
suddenly without a note of warning. 

“The withdrawal of the Holy Spirit is 
the main point I wish to make tonight. 
This awful truth is clearly taught in the 
Bible. In Genesis vi, 3 God says: ‘My 
spirit shall not always strive with man.’ 
I. John v, 6: “There is a sin unto death, I 
do not say that he shall pray for it.’ 
In what does this sin consist. First, in 
attributing the work of the Holy Spirit 
to the devil. In Matthew xii, 31-32, Jesus 
says: ‘Wherefore I say unto you, all 
manner of sin and blasphemy shall be 
forgiven unto men; but the blasphemy 
against the Holy Ghost shall not be for- 
given unto men. And whosoever speak- 
eth a word against the Son of man, it 
shall be forgiven him; 
speaketh against the Holy Ghost, it shall 
not be forgiven him, neithé@ in this 
world, neither in the world to come.’ 
Jesus Christ performed His miracles by 
the power of the Holy Ghost. The Phari- 
sees said that he cast out devils by the 
prince of devils. In answer to this accu- 
sation Jesus spoke the words just quoted. 
The Pharisees committed the unpardon- 
able sin in attributine the work of the 
Lord to the devil. Today we should be 
careful what we say about a good work. 
Criticise men and methods, but not God. 

“This sin, in the second place, is com- 
mitted by resisting the pleadings of the 
Holy Spirit; neglecting the soul’s salva- 
tion until the heart reaches the point of 
spiritual insensibfility. 

‘The office of the spirit is to convince 
of sin; to draw men to Jesus; to give 
them a desire to be saved. No one can 
want to be saved except as the spirit 
creates that desire. To have no concern 
about personal salvation is a good evi- 
dence that there is no hope. The /con- 
science becomes seared, the heart is ‘past 
feeling.’ So the scriptural warning is, 
‘Harden not your hearts.’ The heart of 
a sinner may pecome like a deserted ves- 
sel, left out upon the sandbars. It was 
not pushed out at high tide.

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{ SOME ABLE SERMONS HEARD YESTERDAY 
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eeseseceeoneeeeoeeee | fo go against the multitude, and contrary | 


.' FIRST METHODIST. ° 


Dr. R. J. Bigham delivered an able 
sermon yesterday morning from the text 
Matthew xvi, 3: ‘“‘Ye can discern the face 
of the sky; but can ye not discern the 
signs of the times?:’ 

“No human being knows,” said Dr. 
Bigham, ‘‘all about anything. Every def- 
inition, therefore, is only an approxima- 
tion. This ig true of even the smallest 
thing which we undertake to define. 
When then we come to define the signs 
of the times and would make a large 
induction our limitations become dis- 
tressing. The very ablest man must 
needs fall far short of a universal in- 
duction, for this would require universal 
knowledge. The reign and uniform op- 
eration of law is, perhaps, the high water 
mark of the inductive process, but éven 
this great and splendid generation can 
only be held, in reason and logic, to ob- 
a within the range of our observa- 
tion. 

“It is with great hesitation that I ven- 
ture to set forth in one phrase the great- 
est contribution of the last century to 
the one upon which we have entered. 
But that contribution seems to me to be 
a passion for truth and loyalty to it. For 
any truth, -n any of the departments of 
knowledge. This is due, in part, to that 
commanding quality inherent in the truth 
to which our minds by nature are an- 
swerable. 'It is due, again, to the in- 
creased degree which personal liberty 
prevails. And to the cool confidence with 
which men, happtly, are accustomed now 
to demand credentials of everybody and 
everything. Fortunately also the reign 
of authority, pure and simple, has been 
broken, never, we hope, to be re-estab- 
lished. 

“This passion for truth is evidenced 
by the world’s increased and increasing 
facilities for its pursuit and spread, Un- 
iversities, colleges, schools, papers, maga- 
zines, reviews, preachers, publicists and 
lecturers. 

“There can be but little doubt but that 
the physical sciences are receiving the 
greater part of the attention of the hu- 
man intellect, and it cannot but be of 
the utmost importance to the church of 
God that she shall be at the forefront 
here as elsewhere. She must be in evi- 
dence, touching everything that engages 
the head and heart of man, or she will 
lose influence over man’s head and heart. 

“And she may confidently heed _ this 
high call, because of the adaptation of 
the gospel to every created thing, to mat- 
ter as well as to spirit. St. Paul in the 
eighth chapter of the Romans argues 
and establishes this proposition. The 
spirit of the gospel is the greatest illum- 
inating, stimulating and revealing agent 
in this world, and unless the church fur- 
nishes to every investigation the elements 
of reverence and hope men will land in 
despair.’’ 


* AT TRINITY CHURCH. 
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“Strive to enter in at the straight gate, 
for many, I say unto you, will seek to 
enter in and shall not be able.”’—Luke 
xili, 24. 

Dr. Quillian said in part: 

“This text was spoken in answer to one 
who had asked Christ if there were few 
that were saved. As Christ had merci- 
lessly laid bare the hypocrisies of the 
Pharisees and péinted out their corrup- 
tions, at the sarne time preaching to them 
repentance, the idea seems to have ob- 
tained with some, at least, that accorid- 
ing to the teaching of this young rabbi 
there were not many persons going to b2 
Saved, and one person decided to ask 
him the pointed question if- there were 
few that be saved. The questioner was 
a typical speculator about things relig- 
ious, propounding theories about salvation 
and reasoning from those theories to cer- 
tain conclusions. Reducing the theory 
of this young rabbi to practice, he saw 
plainly that if such teaching were ac- 
cepted that many of the so-called best 
people of his time were not saved, and, 
of course, promises that lead to such a 
conclusion must be wrong, for what near- 
ly everybody does must be right, but he 
decided to cautiously remind Christ of 
the effect of His teachings in that it 
would shut many people out of the king- 
dom. Christ in effect answered: ‘It mat- 
ters wot now with you whether there 
be few or many saved. Salvation is a 
personal matter and you strive to enter 
in at the straight gate yourself.’ 
speculation about the number saved, or 
not saved, is a vain thing, and always 
useless. The one question for every man 
to consider about is this: ‘Am I saved? If 
not, how can I be?’ 

‘There is an open door into the king- 
domi before every man, and if he will only 
enter in at that passage way he may be 
saved. There is a gate of entrance into 
every treasury and storehouse of the uni- 
verse, through which, if men pass, they 
find its riches. The treasury of knowl- 
edge has one gate ieading to it, and all 
who who enjoy its pleasures must enter 
there. All must travel the same road ito 
enjoy its benefits. So it is with wealth 
if achieved—even so the same is true of 
the rich treasury of human friendship. 
Likewise Christ sets before us the treas- 
ury of His kingdom, which is righteous- 
ness and peace and joy in the Holy 
Ghost, and says if you would enjoy its 
benefits you must strive to enter in at 
the straight gate, which is Christ him- 
self, for He says: ‘I am the door.’ 

“To enter this gate implies a choice 
of it, for there is another gate that is 
wide and easy of access, whilst this one 
is straight and narrow. To make this 
choice involves the use of a discriminat- 
ing judgment. This can be had only by 
serious meditation and knowledge’ of the 
A correct understanding, 
each for himself, as to what is right and 
what is wrong, and a choice of the right. 


And the standard by which the right is. 


to be determined is the will of God made 
manifest by revelation. 

“Adherence to this choice and entrance 
through this gate will require effort and 
courage, Because the heart of our na- 
tion is against it. We are prone to 
evil as the sparks to fly upward. Because 
we will frequently be in the minority. 
There are few that find this way. Because 
the other gaté is broad and many go In 
thereat. Effort and courage is necessary 
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to public opinion. Christ meant some- 
thin~ when he said: ‘Strive to enter in.’ 
But how must we strive? What must we 
do? He must make every crooked thing 
straight. It is a straight gate and only 
straight things can go in thereat. Men 
must straighten out the crooked things 
in their lives. No wonder Christ said few 
there be that find this way. This straight- 
ening process is the very essence of re- 
pentance. What an undertaking for some 
but it is absolutely essential. If per- 
chance it is impossible to straighten out 
all of. his crooked dealings, then he must 
have the will to do so, were it possible, 
and this will ready to do, and striving 
to undo the wrong will be accepted by 
God for the act and thefeby enable you 
to enter in. But one must also leave 
off and separate between himself and 
every unholy thing. It is a narrow gate, 
sO narrow that nothing unholy or impure 
can enter, yet wide enoygh to admit every 
sinner, yea, the vilest if he will only 
give up and leave off his sin. A hand, 
or eye, or foot, ff infected must go. That 
is, sins as dear as the eye, as strong as 
the hand, or as useful as the foot, ap- 
parently, must be cut off. No marvel then 
that Christ said: Agonize to enter in. It 
will doubtless require agony for many to 
give up their darling sins. One must also 
humble himself and bow before God. 
Every high thing must be .brought low, 
and as suppliants before God, meriting 
nothing from Him, knock and seek, cry- 
ing in supplication for mercy. Even thus 
must one strive, 

“But when shall one thus strive and 
agonize to enter in? I answer today, for 
today is the day of salvation. Thus agon- 
ize today because the preaching of the 
gospel in our midst, and even ourselves 
participating in the rites and ceremonies 
of the church, does not save one, as we 
learn from those who had eaten and 
drunken in His presence. Because some 
when it is too late will realize that 
they have not entered in at the straight 
gate, and seeking to do so shall not. be 
wen Figo you should be of that number, 
strive now. The gate is now open, but 
wiil be shut. Oh! enter now. Because 
whilst many from the four quarters of 
earth will enter into the joys of right- 
eousness, peace and joy in the Holy 
Ghost, ye yourselves shall be thrust into 
outer darkness unléss you do enter by 
Christ into the kingdom. Oh! my friend, 
don’t wait one minute. Even now agonize 
to enter in and may the Holy Spirit help 
all, even today, to thus enter into eternal 


life."’ 
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MOORE MEMORIAL. : 


Dr. A. R. Holderby deliveted 4 strong 
sermon at the morning service. His text 
was from Hosea xiv, 1: ‘‘For thou hast 
fallen by thine iniquity.” 

Dr. Holderby said in part: 

“T would love to have seen Adam as 
he came perfect and holy from the hand 
of God—a man in the very image and 
likeness of God, with no taint of sin, as 
pure as an angel. What a splendid crea- 
ture he must have been as he stood forth 
in all his primeval beauty and glorv: 
But this man fell, and with him all 
other men have fallen. Let us see from 
what did man fall: 

‘1. From the divine likeness. The verv 
moment Adam sinned the image of God 
was marred and partly effaced. He was 
no longer like God, his father. The di- 
vine image in man’s soul was gone, 

“9 Man fell from God’s family. Adam 
was a son in the family of God a6 
long as he remained in his innocency. 
But as soon as sin entered his heart 
and he transgressed God’s law he fell 
from that great height. He was no longer 
a member of the divine family. No man 
now is a member of God's family unless 
he has been born again of the spirit and 
adopted into the family of God. God is 
not the father of any man who does not 
come to Him through Jesus Christ. 

“2 Man fell from the divine favor. As 
long as Adam was holy and sinless he 
basked in the sunlight of God's favor. 
He was on the best-of terms with God. 
But by sinning he lost that favor. No 
man who disobeys God can be in favor 
with God. Obedience unites man to God. 
Disobedience breaks the link. The na- 
tion of Israel fell by disobedience and 
idolatry. And from what a great height 
Israel fell! No nation was ever so 
blessed. God was then king. He ruled 
them in love. But Israel grew tired of 
its king and demanded another. 

‘Israel is scattered today. There is no 
nation of Jews. 

“Other nations have fallen by their in- 
iquity. All nations that disobey God will 
lose their national glory. See Rome, and 
Greece, and Spain, and other nations. 
And so will our American nation fall by 
its iniquity. Great will be its fall. 

‘“‘America is not a Christian nation as 
long as her lawmakers and men in au- 
thority will trample God's laws under 
their feet and ignore His authority. The 
congress of the United States has want- 
onlv disobeyed the divine law by holding 
its sessions on the Sabbath day. And 
as long as this country will send whisky 
to the poor heathen, to Africa, to China 
and to the Philippine islands, we have no 
right to bé called a Christian nation. 
Christian nations will not ignore God and 
wantonly violate God’s laws. This nation 
will fall as Israel did by its Iniquit~. 
Nations have a religious life as well as 
individuals. 

‘“‘God must be recognized and His laws 
obeyed by nations as well as by indi- 
viduals. 

“Cities also fall by their iniquity. God 
has punished many a city for its sins. 
He punishes nations and cities in this 
life—not in the other. Cyclone and temp- 
est, fire, sword, flood and pestilence have 
come to cities on account of their sins. 

“God will punish our city, too, if she 
persists in defying God and His laws. 
Some of the laws of Atlanta are in di- 
rect conflict with the divine law. | 

“The laws of this city allow certain 
articles of merchandise to be sold and 
unnecessary work to be done on the 
Lord’s day, which is in open. violation 
of the divine law. All this is in defiance 
of God’s law. It is not ignorance upon 
the part of the lawmakers. The day of 
reckoning. will come to Atlanta. God 
will not always allow His authority to 
be defied and His laws broken. It would 
be well for the nation and for our city 
to return unto the Lord and seek His 
forgiveness before the wrath comes. 
Come it must. 

“Man falls by Lis iniquit--- nations fall 
by their iniquity; cities fall. In the na- 
ture of the case the fall must come. Sin 
brings its own punishment. 

“May God bring our nation and city to 
repentance.”’ ? 


Emperor William’s Wound Healing. 


Berlin, March 10.—Emperor William’s 
wound is healing, the swelling of the eye- 
lids is rubsiding, and his majesty’s gen- 
eral condition is satisfactory, 
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The subject of Dr. Bridewell’s discourse 
was “The Sower and the Soils.” The 
text: “Behold a sower went forth, to 
sow,”’ was-taken from Matthew, xiii, 3. 
Dr. Bridewell said: “This parable 
would be more properly called the para- 
ble of the soils. The main point is not so 
much what the sower did as what the 
soi! was. When the sower went forth to 
sow, he did not take with him four dif- 
ferent grades of seed, but one kind only. 
In this case, it was the good seed, or the 
wheat, that was scattered. Hence the 
thought is directed to the capacity of the 
soil and the manner in which the ‘soll 
dealt with the seed. The great principle 
underlying the parable, and revealed in 
all {ts particulars, is that the success oF 
failure of preaching or teaching largely 
depends on the care ard the conduct of 
the sower. In the parable, Christ himself 
is the sower, the greatest of all teachers; 
the word of God is the seed, the greatest 
of all teachings. And yet there are not 
uniformly good results, but various issues 
from utter failure to bountiful harvests. 
Now and then some weeping prophet 
writes a letter to the religious papers and 
takes the ministry to task because ther# 
are not more accessions to the church 
upon confession of faith. Even in the 
pews there are men and women who 
blame the preacher. It may be that the 
preachers are somewhat to blame. No 
doubt they often are, but the hearer, too, 
is responsible, and in a still larger degree 
than the preacher can possibly be. He 
has a free will—he may reject the truths 
of the greatest teacher, or h? may re- 
ceive these truths with different degrees 
of profit. Having the sympathy of the 
audience has undoubtedly much to do 
with the power of the preachers. 

“This parable teaches that where there 
is a failure in the preaching of the word, 
the hearer at least divides the blame with 
the preacher. Indeed, if the sower used 
good seed—I mean by that if the preacher 
preaches this gospel in all its purity and 
simplicity—then ell depends upon the 
hearer—the motive, the desire, the extent 
to which the heart and soul are engaged 
in the hearing of that gospel. ; 

“The interpretation of this parable is 
given by the Master himself, at the re- 
quest of His disciples, when they had ad- 
jcurned from the wayside to the home of 
one of His followers. The Son of Man 
himself is the sower, the word of God is 
the seed, «he field is the world, and the 
soil is the human heart. The parable is 
as applicable today as it was when it was 
spoken nineteen hundred years ago. The 
men of this harvest are the men of today, 
and every day. These are not mere waxen 
figures that were shaped nineteen hun- 
ared years ago and mounted away from 
sight and kept hidden in the centuries. 
They are living figures, they are breath- 
ing men and women, who are in the pews 
of the church ‘today, and will be in every 
pew until, in yonder future, the bell of 
time shall announce the day of doom.” 

Dr. Bridewell defined the four kinds of 
soit in the parable as interpreted by 
Christ himself to represent the four kinds 
of hearers of the gospel. The seeds fall- 
ing by the wavside and devoured by the 
fowls of the air represented the truths 
falling upon the hardened hearts and 
snatched by Satan; the heart, being the 
thoroughfare for the passage of worldly 
thoughts, temroral things, {s hardened 
like the pathway trodden by the feet of 
men. The wayside hearer, filled with 
thoughts of self-aggrandizement, ambi- 
tion, luxury nd lust, fs not a propitious 
cil for the reception of heavenly truths. 
These wayside hearers are the casual] at- 
tendants at church. They go simply from 
custom, and in conformity to the respect- 
fui observarce of it, but. not from a sense 
of duty. With minds on worldly pros- 
pects, the word of God, falling upon their 
ears, is snatched away by the agency of 
Satan befure it can take root and become 
fruitful. Exceedingly great and precisus 
promises, earnest cntreaties, faithful re- 
monstrances are trodden under foot and 
treated with careless indiffereirce by men 
and women who gather Sabbath after 
Sabbath in the sanctuary to hear the 
word of God preached. A tew hat, at- 
tracting the attention during services, or 
a sneering, sarcastic criticism on the ser- 
mon after services, are some of the méans 
by which Satan sometimes snatches the 
seed away in order to prevent any possi- 
bility of its remaining lone enough to 
germinate even if the ground w@e re- 
ceptive. There is a devil in the pews cf 
every church wetching with eagerness to 
snatch away every good seed that may 
fall where it will chance to be fruitful, 
by engrossing the attention of the hear- 
ers with some worldly thought or object. 

“The seed springing up, but choked by 
thorns and thistles which grow with it. 
represents sti'l another class. The ground 
was prepared on the surface, the thorns 
themselves were removed, but their roots 
were hidden in the earth, and they sprang 
up with the wheat and choked them. These 
nearers become joud-voiced church work- 
crs, but their own advancement, the -ab- 
sence of self-deni7l, neglect of religious 
cuties, and love of worldly pleasures and 
amusements check the life which began 
with bright prospects. 

“Opposed to these is the earnest hearer 
who dedates within himself whether he 
shall accept the Lord Jesus Christ and 
put away the follies and vanities of life. 
When he decides, his heart is fixed. He 
trusts always in God. He does not need 
excitement and novelty. Success, - tribu- 
latiens, sickness, sorrow, ‘nor heigtt, nor 
depth, nor any other creature shall be 
able to separate him from the love. of 
God, which ts in.Christ Jesus, his Lord.” 
In this man’s heart the soil is productive 
and fruitful. The seeds sink deep into the 
earth, and being strongly rooted, are able 
to withstand the storms and temptations 
which assail it. It is unnecessary to 
further describe this class.. Like the trav- 
eler, we have come now to the enti of 
the journey. Having reached home, he 
relates the perils through which he has 
pessed, but does not describe the happi- 
ness of the home which he then enjoyed. 
So with us, we know what the good seed 
in the fruitful ground accomplishes. 

“tInless the word of God has atruck 
dcep and become firmly rooted in the 
heeits, the waves of adversity will over- 
whelm us; the tempests of heaven will 
tees us, and the stormg of temptation may 
press upon our heads; but we shell stand 
unmoved and unterrified, if the truth has 
taken root in our hearts. Aye, the tree 
may be uprooted, the great rocks uplift- 
ed by the earthquake and cast into the 
midst of the sea. The giant oaks of 
Paashian and the cedars of Tebanon 
1uined by the lightning flashes, the 
mountains may tremble with the swell- 
ing thereof, but the man or the woman 
who is deep-rooted in the faith of God 
can defy the storms of earth and of hell, 
however fearfully they may rage aroun] 
and about them. Oh, how blessed it is 
to be fixed in Jesus Christ! What a 
glorious thing it is to be so united in Him, 
vo rooted and grounded in His love that 
the very storms as they beat upon our 
heads, instead of shaking us, strengthen 
and purify us. Beloved, may this faith 
be yours; may the Lord, the eternal God, 
take root in your hearts, and when His 
word is so rooted, may the spirit of the 
love of God enable you by meditatioa, by 
prayer, by self-examination, by closer 
communion with the Father, Son and 
Holy Spirit, to maintafn the command of 
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NLESS your bedfellow 
is troubled with insom- 
nia, is just about as 
effective as much of 
the talk printed for ad- 

vertising purposes. Life is too 
short to read all advertisements, 
and if some distinctive typo-

“Train up a child in the way 
he should go.’’—Prov. xxii, 6 ‘“‘Honor 
thy father and thy mother.’’—Ex. xx, 12. 
In part, he said: 

‘Sometime ago; in a western state, a 
woman with an infant in her arms was 
sentenced to the penitentiary. When 
the jury brought in its verdict, fixing 
| her term in the prison, the judge said, 
‘What of the child?’ It is said there was 
scarcely a dry eye in the courtroom when 
the judge asked that question. 

‘‘May I not pass the question on--‘What 
of the child?’ I believe in the child. A 
leading physician in Atlanta said to me 
recently: ‘The curse of the day is con- 
tempt for children and motherhood.’ He 
spoke a truth. It breeds all kinds of @o- 
mestic ills that the home can be subject- 
ed to. Who does not see its dreadful 
work, especially in our cities and among 
our better to do classes? A contempt 
for children and motherhood! How the 
Almighty God must frown upon many 
a home in this city for no other cause. 
When there is too much business or socicty 
to love motherhood and bless the child 
as a gift from God it were a thousand 
times better that there be no home at 


afl. 

“But what of the child? Let God 
speak: ‘Train up a child in the way he 
should go.’ Blood is a mighty good thing 
to brag about, but a mighty poor thing 
to depend upon. Training is what this 
world needs. The wild beast in the forest 
can be improved by training. Children are 
neglected. They need attention early in 
life. Then is the time of little flaws. 
Child life and ‘character is formed the 
first few years of its existence. A little 
break then destroys the coming man or 
woman. Oh, the power of little flaws! 

“A beautiful ruby was once offered to 
England. It was reported to be the finest 
that had ever been seen. But one of its 
facets was slightly fractured. The re- 
sult was, that almost invisible flaw re- 
duced its value by many pounds; and it 
was rejeeted from the regalia of Eng- 
land. When Canova was about to com- 
mence his great statue of the great Na- 
poleon, his keenly observant eye detected 
a tiny red line running through the upper 
portion of the splendid block which had- 
been brought from Paros} and he refused 
to lay a chisel on it. In the story of the 
early struggles of the elder Herschel, 
while he was working out the problem of 
telescope lefises, you will find that he 
made scores upon scores, ere he got one 
to satisfy him. A scratch like the slen- 


spider line sufficed to vitiate what 
ge aes ‘ ’ . 
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had cost him long weeks of toll and anx- 
iety. God help up to keep the marks off 
the lenses of character. They are too 
precious to ruin. 

“Child training must be the expression 
of love. Children are very sensitive to 
love, and its absence is very keenly felt. 
A little girl was out playing on the street 
one day, and came in contact with a 
neighbor girl, who had a kind and af- 
fectionate mother; but exceedingly poor 
in this world’s goods. The first said to 
the second: ‘My mother is not kind to 
tre.” The other said: ‘My mother is very 
kind to me. She always takes me in her 
arms at night and tells me stories, and 
kisses me to sleep.’ After awhile the first 
rrentioned went home and said: ‘Mamma, 
vculd you care if me <nd little Mary 
ewapped homes? Little Mary’s mother is 
so kind. She always takes Mary in her 
lap and kisses her to sleep. and tells her 
lots of little stories." How many a sad 
story like this in the world today. 

“Child training. should embrace relig- 
ion. Whata shame it Is that parents give 
no attention to the religion of their chil- 
dren. They bring a child into the world 
and turn it over to,the devil to train. 
Parents. look out for Christ fn your chil- 
dren. They need Him for life and eter- 
nitv. The mother who fenores the relig- 
ious training of the child had better Le 
dead. 

“But the child’s responsibilitv is ecm- 
braced by our subject alse. The other 
part of my text binds the child. ‘Honor 
thv father and thy mother.’ 

“Honor them. by kindness. A child un- 
kind to its parents is the devil's pest. 
Mark the end. it is ruin and death. ie 

“Honor them by manhood and woman- 
hood. Ther@4s8 no other honor Iike this. 
A young man had just grgduated. He 
was the brightest boy in college. His 
old mother who had dented herself much 
to keep him fn school had come to wit- 
ness the occasion. The president of the 
college, talking to the mother, safd: ‘I 
know your boy is very proud of your 
toils fn his behalf.’ ‘Yes,’ said she, ‘but 
not half so proud as I am of him for his 
toils in my behalf.’ 

‘Bovs and girls, be something for that 
old mothet’s sake. Don’t disappoint her. 
She thought you would be great. And if 
vou can’t be great, be good, which would 
please her betten Honor her in life and 
meet her in glory.”
